University of Nebraska graduate Jeffrey P. 


Eves "climbed on board Richard Nixon's ship as it 
was starting to sink," but now he's with Gerald 
Ford and glad of it. 


He was one of few low-ranking Nixon staff per- 


sons to be carried over to the Ford administration. 


"The only similarities" between the two ad- 


ministrations "is that the building (White House) 
still stands there and it looks the same," he said. 


All Else Has Changed 


But all else has changed. The mood of both 


junior and senior staffers has changed. So has the 
accessibility, of the President and "the policy 
making structure and method of operation." 


>v. 


Eves is thankful for that. As staff assistant to 


the President, he is responsible to advising the 
President on policy views and positions of persons 
in business and industry. 


His is with the newly-created Public Liaison 


Office, a link between''the President and non- 
government secret. 


Eves assumed that responsibility at the worst 


time imaginable — During the last five months of 
the Nixon presidency, then under the shadow of 
Watergate. 


Eves meets with Ford "as often as I need to" 


or as often as the President needs to. But he sees 
hit duty as a "facilitator of policy, not a maker of 
policy."

The 28-year-old fprmer Omahan, while a stu- 


dent at UNL, was a part-time disc jockey for radio 
station KLIN. 


The groundwork for the creation of the Office 


of Public Liaison was laid during the Nixon 
presidency, but wasn't formalized until Ford took 
over the reins. Eves said the new chief executive 
saw the agency as "an extremely useful tool" to 
bring together splinter groups which had been in- 
forming Nixon. 


Colson 'Sidetracked' 


Charles Colson was assigned the task of 


creating the office ... "but Chuck got sidetracked 
and the effort died," Eves said.

Colson became embroiled in the Watergate 


controversy and subsequent trials. Eventually, he 
was disbarred after being convicted of obstructing 
justice. 


Eves, also director of the Office of White 


House Conferences, hinted that such a conference 
may be held in Nebraska — possibly Lincoln or 
Omaha — during 1975, High-ranking persons in the 
executive branch will meet with citizens to get in- 
put on concerns about farming, energy, the 
economy or whatever. 


"If the President is to make the best decisions, 


he needs to tap the resources of knowledge, advice 
throughout the country," he said. 


'Likes Feedback 


"Ford has always been a person who likes to 


get feedback" both before and after decisions have 
been made, Eves said. 


But one decision made by Ford since his in- 


auguration — pardoning the former president — 
was donw without consultation, he said. 


"Advice shouldn't have been asked or given," he 


flatly stated. "It was different from setting energy 
policy. 


"Personally, I agree with his decision," Eves 


said. 


Eves arrived in Washington, D.C., by way of a 


large San Francisco paper manufacturer. He 
became the "day-to-day spokesperson" for the 
Price Commission during Phase H. From there he 
moved to the directorship of government relations 
for the National Association of Manufacturers. 


'Personal Thrill' 


Then came his White House appointment, a 


"personal thrill," but one that "didn't come at a 
time I would have picked," he said. 


"I didn't feel I could go to work for a crook," 


Eves said. "I was convinced he was not guilty. I 
was wrong." 


Eves admitted to some feelings of bitterness. 
"I am disappointed in Richard Nixon. He lied. 


But when he sits down opposite you at the desk and 
says: 'I need you!', I don't know how you say no." 


CHICAGO (AP) - Even lazy people 


can be physically fit, says a Nebraska doc- 
tor who warns 'that too much exercise, 
like too much of anything else, isn't good 
for you. 


Dr. Kenneth D. Rose, an emergency 


physician at Bryan Memorial Hospital in 
Lincoln, has just published a book called 
"The Lazy Man's Guide to Physical 
Fitness," in collaboration with Jack Dies 
Martin, a Chicago science writer. 


Rose is director of the physical fitness 


research laboratory at the University of 
Nebraska and former chairman of the 
American Medical Association com- 
mittee on physical fitness. 


The 62-year-old doctor noted that since 


the jogging fad started a few years ago, 
many persons jog four or five miles every 
day 


But Rose said a study of varsity runners 


at the university showed that the levels of 
potassium in their bloodstream dropped 
below normal during training. 


"This demonstrated that distance 


runners progressively lose potassium, and 
this can be dangerous," the physician 
said, noting that potassium is essential for 
muscle tone. 


Rose advocates some form of exercise 


for almost everyone, noting that death 


from heart disease in men has increased 
by 2,000% over the past 30 years. 


The idea that exercise must be daily 


and strenuous to produce fitness keeps 
many persons from engaging in any, Rose 
said. 


But he added that a few basic exercises 


done a couple of times a week will keep 
people within what Rose calls the "circle 
of conditioning" they must maintain in 
order to protect themselves against such 
diseases as heart trouble, high blood 
pressure and respiratory problems. 


He recommends exercises aimed at in- 


creasing muscle strength and flexibility 
and, most important, aerobic function — 
the ability of the body to take in oxygen 
and get it to the cells. 


Rose said in a telephone interview that 


he and Martin "are trying to reach that 
tremendous number of people who don't 
do anything, to try to motivate them to do 
something." • 


In addition to certain specific exercises, 


Rose also recommends walking. 


"Unfortunately, walking is largely a 


lost art in our society," he said. "It has 
become lost through laziness and access 
to automobiles and other forms of 
transportation, and also through other in- 
fluences." 


Concessions Said Myth 


Moscow — A prominent 


Soviet newspaper 
alleged 


Wednesday that reports of Soviet 
concessions on emigration in 
return for American trade 
benefits had been invented by 
"knights of the cold war" in 
Congress^ 


The congressmen had con- 


cocted the concessions, it 
suggested, to give themselves a 
face-saving excuse for not voting 
against the trade reform bill 
because such a vote might cost 
them American business sup- 
port. 


The readers of the Writers' 


Union weekly Literaturnaya 


Gazeta were assured that the 
adjourning 93rd Congress had 
passed the trade reform bill 'not 
because of any deal with 
Moscow but because of worry 
about the American economic 
situation. 


The article, attributed to the 


New York correspondent of the 
Novosti feature agency, Gen- 
nady Gerasimov, appeared to 
raise the first direct charge of 
congressional fabrication in the 
week-long camrjaign here to con- 
vince the Soviet people that the 
Kremlin made no concessions on 
the emigration issue in return 
for the trade benefits approved 
by Congress. 


The campaign has begun 


showing signs of success since it 
has already frightened off some 
would-be applicants, according 
to a few Jews who have 
previously been refused exit 
visas. 


"Everybody knows people 


who were going to apply and 
now have disappeared," 
declared one Jewish scientist. 
"They are even frightened to 
come and see us now, which 
they were willing to do before." 


"A lot of people inside the 


country who were planning to 
apply under the new cir- 
cumstances, when they thought 
it would be safer, are now very 
frightened," another applicant 
explained. 


Wednesday's- charge that the 


reported emigration 
com- 


promise had been fabricated in 
Congress seemed to be directed 
at Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D- 
Wash., and his co-sponsors of the 
amendment linking the exten- 
sion of trade benefits to freer 
Soviet emigration, though'none 
was mentioned by name. 


In the article, Gerasimov 


wrote that when the con- 
gressmen realized they would 
lose American business support, 
"it was then that they invented 
the version about the 'Soviet 
concession,' after which the 
enemies of detente allegedly 
withdrew their objections to the 


bill. The true state of things was 
distorted." 


Gerasimov contended that 


congressional passage of the bill 
"was dictated by concern about 
the American economy which is 
presently in an extremely dif- 
ficult situation." 


The article asserted that. 


American business was "always 
against attaching political 
demands to trade" and quoted 
Harold Scott, president of the 
Soviet-American Trade and 
Economic Council, as saying 
that Moscow's denial last week 
of any emigration agreement 
"was necessary for clarification 
of the situation and very 
timely." 


Crasher Holds Guards At 


Cyclone Flattens Darwin 


SYDNEY, Australia (AP) - A cyclone 


flattened the northern port of Darwin 
early Wednesay, killing at least 44 persons 
and injuring hundreds. There were 
reports that 90% of the city's buildings 
were destroyed or damaged and half the 
population was homeless. 


The seaport of 40,000 persons — the 


gateway to Australia's outback and 
isolated geographically by vast arid 
flatlands — was virtually cut off from out- 
side communications. 


The National Disaster Organization, 


which reported the estimated damage 
and number of casualties, said the city 
was "utterly devastated" by the four- 
hour Christmas Day storm. 
. Various reports from Darwin said the 
cyclone demolished wooden houses, 
ripped the roof off the Darwin hospial, 
ran five ships aground in the harbor and 
cut off electricity and water service. 


The first 26 survivors to get out of 


Darwin reached Alice Springs, 900 miles 
away, Wednesday night. They told of 
their homes disintegrating around them 
when the storm hit. They said residents 
scurried for shelter under beds, tables 
and mattresses. 


Joy Smith, who arrived nursing her 


baby, told a reporter that not one area of 
Darwin escaped the battering, and only 
stumps of houses were left in some sec- 
tions of the city. 


One Australian press report said 15 per- 


sons were caught in the storm while on a 


Christmas cruise in Darwin harbor and 
had not been heard from. 


Planes carrying medical teams and 


relief supplies began to arrive in the city 
in the early hours Thursday, but officials 
said rescue operations were hampered by 
continued rain and winds reaching 30 
miles an hour. The Royal Australian 
Navy's aircraft carrier Melbourne and six 
other ships were carrying emergency 
supplies <to the city. 


Rescue officials said they had begun a 


massive evacuation program aimed at 
easing the strain on crippled electricity 
and> water supplies. It was not immediate- 
ly known how many people would be 
flown out altogether, but estimates were 
that up to 1,500 would leave on Thursday. 


Darwin is separated from more pop- 


ulous areas by several hundred miles of 
desert and prairie. 


Man Continues 
Giveaway Habit 


Long Lake, Minn. (UPI) — A local 


businessman continued a tradition this 
Christmas which was started in his 
childhood. Then he used to receive a 
silver dollar from a man in a chauffeur- 
driven limousine. 


This Christmas Ed Herman, 62, gave 


away $760 himself. Herman gave the 
money to five charitable organizations 
and to newsboys. 


Washington (AP) — A man crashed 


his car through a White House gate 
Christmas morning, sped to the en- 
trance and stood there for four hours 
with what guards feared were 
explosives wired to his body. 


After he surrendered, no explosives 


were found, only "wires and objects," 
the Secret Service said. 


The intruder, identified by 


authorities as Marshall Fields, about 
25, of suburban Silver Spring, Md., 
was then taken to the maximum 
security unit of a mental hospital for 
observation. 


"I have no information yet on why 


he did it," a Secret Service spokesman 
said. 


At the time of the incident, Presi- 


dent Ford and his family were 2,000 
miles away on a skiing vacation in 
Vail, Colo. 


According to the Secret Service, 


Fields' name appears in previous files 
relating to the security of the Presi- 
dent. But a spokesman said he could 
not elaborate on the files. 


Later, NBC News said it had 


learned that as early as Tuesday and 
perhaps even before, the Secret Ser- 
vice and FBI knew that Fields was 
threatening some kind of disruptive 
action against the U.S. government. 


NBC said its Washington television 


affiliate WRC recently had received 
mail in which a person claiming to be 
Marshall Fields explained his conver-. 
sion from Christianity to Islam and 
declared: 


"If it is God's will I will denounce 


my citizenship to this country on Dec. 
25, 1974... and if it is God's will, I 
will be out of this country to seek 
political asylum in one of the coun- 


tries now known to be a member of 
the'Third'World.'" - 


NBC said the mail included no 


direct threat of violence against the 
government. 


However, an NBC News executive 


said: "During an investigation of an 
unrelated matter, NBC News learned 
from the Secret Service that Marshall 
Fields was under investigation and 
that he had threatened to disrupt the 
government on Christmas Day." 


A Secret Service spokesman said he 


could not comment on whether Fields 
was being actively watched im- 
mediately prior to the White House 
gate-crashing. 


The spokesman said the response of 


Secret Service agents and Executive 
Protective Service officers would have 
been different if Ford or members of 
his family had been at the White 
House. He didn't say what agents 
would have done, but did say the in- 
truder could have been stopped before 
he reached the building. 


"We are compassionate," 


spokesman George Cosper said. "We 
don't want to take a human life if he's 
penetrating an empty house." 


A city police sergeant said Fields 


was driving east on Pennsylvania 
Avenue about dawn, made a U-turn in 
front of the White House, continued 
the circular turn and "gunned it" into 
the large, double gate 


For the next four hours, what had 


started as a quiet Christmas morning, 
overcast but unseasonably balmy, 
became a tense confrontation between 
Fields and White House security men 
who fanned out over the grounds, 
keeping a wary distance from the in- 
truder.

Consultants To Study Solid Waste Use

Public Works Director Bob .Obering said 


Tuesday it will take two months to whittle down 
the number of consultants to a field of three who 
want to study the conversion of solid waste into 
fuel. 


The City Council Monday approved an outline 


for a study and authorized Obering to seek 
proposals from consulting firms. Council members 
indicated they wanted to help pick the firm from 
the field of three. 


The study will evaluate the possible recovery 


of solid waste within Lincoln and Lancaster Coun- 
ty, even though the County Board has said it 
doesn't intend to help pay for the study. The city 
lawmakers have set aside about $120,000 for the 
project. 


Consultants will be asked to study: 
—waste composition and generation, 
—the movement or transfer of the waste for 


processing, 


—waste utilization and disposal facilities, 
—evaluation of potential markets for material 


recovered, 


—the feasibility of using the recovered 


materials for energy to produce steam, chilled 
water and electricity, 


—the potential environmental impact if solid 


waste were recycled into such energy, 


—possible implementation plans which are 


"technically, economically, politically and socially 
acceptable."

Pop Music Not So Pernicious 


(Editor's Note: The writer of 


the following article recently 
completed a three-year assign- 
ment as chief of the Moscow 
bureau of the New York Times.)

New York — One area that has 


been vitally affected in the 
Soviet Union by the altered in- 
ternational atmosphere is pop- 
ular culture, which has seen an 
influx of Western trends, es- 
pecially the rock and other con- 
temporary music carried by the 
voice of America and other radio 
stations. 


The authorities who used to 


warn against pernicious in- 
fluence of Western music on the 
young, have found it less 
dangerous than they expected. 
Not only is "Jesus Christ, 
Superstar" a hot black-market 
record, selling for $65 and up, 
but some of its tunes have been 
borrowed for a Soviet musical, 
"Rock and Roll at Dawn," 
presented in a Western medium 
but carrying a largely anti- 
American message. 


Like the popularity of music 


from the West, a craze for blue 
jeans has swept the urban upper 
middle class. Not long ago the 
poet Yevgeny Yevtushenko 
twitted children of the upper 
crust who attend prestige 
schools over their hunger for 
Western clothes, records and 
books and for travel to the West. 
Russians caution foreigners, es- 
pecially Americans, not to draw 
false analogies. 


Jeans And Affluence 


"Jeans are something 


different here from what they 
are in the States," said a jeans- 
clad biologist in his late 20s. 
"There they are a symbol of 
protest and a deliberate pose of 
poverty. Here they are a symbol 
of affluence, of the good He. It 
is our Establishment that buys 
the best imported jeans at 
special stores. Besides, you don't 
find this jeans fad too much out- 
side the big cities." 


Soviet youth is generally in a 


conformist, materialist mood. 
The generation gap is the 
reverse of America's. Here the 
young are in the vanguard of the 
consumerist trend, interested in 
cars, records, hi-fi equipment, 
modish clothes; eager to build 
careers and make money, un- 
interested in politics and protest. 


The Communist Party 


leadership is disturbed by the 
apathy among the young, who 
rather openly confess their 
boredom with political lectures, 
their cynicism about joining the 
party and their unwillingness to 
conform to the party's 
requirements nonetheless. 


Membership Ticket 


A man in his mid-20s, asked by 


a foreign friend why he was in- 
terested in party membership, 
replied: "I want to have a good 
career and I want to travel 
abroad. Without joining the par- 
ty I will have trouble doing 
either." 


By and large, contact with 


foreigners and travel abroad re- 
main privileges of a very few: 
government officials, jour- 
nalists, trade spcialists, per- 
formers, athletes, all carefully 
controlled. 


Unauthorized contacts can 


bring swift repercussions. Last 
summer the much-feted writer 
Chingiz Aitmatov invited a group 
of American correspondents to 
his dacha in the Central Asian 
republic of Kirghizia for a long 
evening's informal chat about 
literature and the land. Accor- 
ding to friends, he was sternly 
reprimanded and told he would 
not be allowed to travel abroad 
for a year or so. 


Though contacts with 


American scholars remain 
limited, they have expanded 
significantly in such fields as 
cancer and heart research, 
seismic forecasting, en- 
vironmental protection and high- 
energy 
physics. 
The 


beneficiaries are mainly scien- 
tists and administrators in big 
cities or special centers such as 
Novosibirsk who have political 
sanction. 


Even American officials feel 


that the first two years of work 
under scientific-exchange 
agreements have been devoted 
almost entirely to setting up 
procedures rather than getting 
into substantive joint research.. 


"Getting into a meeting with 


the Americans is practically like 
getting access to a closed 
defense institute," a natural 
scientist complained. Said 
another: "Hurry up and invite 
all our bosses to America. Only 
after they have been there will 
there be spaces on the 
delegations for real practicing 
scientists." 


Evidently for political reasons, 


the authorities have prevented 
some of the most experienced 
American specialists on Soviet 
affairs from coming here on 
academic exchanges. 


Uneasiness Apparent 


This reflects the fact that, for 


all the confidence the Soviet 
leaders project on the world 
arena, they appear to remain un- 
easy about exposing the public to 
competing ideas. 


At preparatory negotiations on 


the European security con- 
ference, Soviet diplomats stoutly 
rejected Western proposals for 
wider distribution of magazines 
and newspapers, for.networks of 
public reading rooms supplied 
with such publications and for 
exchanges 
of television 


programs on social issues. 


Censorship Heavy 


Censorship remains heavier 


and more systematic than in the 
Khrushchev era, Tvhen not only 
de-Stalinization but the flam- 
boyant party leader's idiosyn- 
crasies and erratic politics 
sometimes permitted startling 
criticism and candor, such as 
Solzhenitsyn's "One Day in the 
Life of Ivan Denisovich." 


The one recent breakthrough 


was the nonconformist art show 
in September, but that success 
has been muted, some intellec- 
tuals feel, by developing 
divisions among the unsanc-

Mao's concept of contradictions owes 


something to Marxist dialectics. But he has 
himself pointed out the Taoist influence from 
Chua's religious background, and it is visible in 
writings from his student days before Mao 
became acquainted with Marxism. 


The belief that there is no progress without 


struggle, that life is full of contradictions, lay 
behind Mao's unleashing of forces which others 
saw at the times as more destructive than 
progressive. The "great leap forward" of 
economic development in 1958 and "great 
proletarian cultural revolution" between 1966 and 
1969 were the main examples.

Mao has stirred up the struggle between 


radical leftists associated with his wjfe, Chiang

return of capitalism and exploitation of the 
masses by an elite leadership. 


In recent weeks there has been a scattering of 


references from the Chinese provinces suggesting 


that a new campaign for a "great leap forward" 
might be coming. Subsuming the campaign by the 
radicals, it would turn the turmoil into a new 
channel. 


There is little doubt that, behind a screen 


which is only briefly removed to give the world a 
glimpse of him meeting foreign leaders, Mao is 
setting the themes which dominate Chinese life.

recently available material.

His influence remains strong even though his 
health is shaky . 


Perception Changes 
The outside world’s perception of what kind 
of man exercises this influence over more than 
800 million persons has been affected by the 
recently available material. 
Most notablé is a 500,000-character collection 
of speeches by Mao. which picks up where his 
widely distributed “Selected Works' leaves off, 
that came out of China as a result of the cultural 
revolution. The 1958 quotation is from it. 


With this new material, it can be seen more 
clearly that traditional Chinese history , literature 
and philosophy provide the framework for Mao s 
view of the world. The radical attacks during the 
last y ear which were based on reinterpretations 
of China’s ancient history , some of them possibly 
written by Mao under pen names, illustrate this. 


“In history , it is alway s those with little lear­ 
ning who overthrow those with more learning “ 
This quotation, also from 1958, ty pifies Mao’s at­ 
titude toward the educated elite and his ultimate 
belief in the masses, especially the peasantry . 


Peasants Revolutionaries 
Mao has never completely given up his 1926 
statement that the peasants are more uncom­ 
promisingly revolutionary than urban workers. 
But this is not only in disagreement with Marx 
but also conflicts with modern Communist theory 
as propounded by the Soviet Union. 


The Soviets have, ever since their open split 
with China in the early 19 6 0s. publicly labeled 
Mao as no Marxist at all. He is instead, a Soviet 
agent in China during the 19 30s, Otto Braun, 
wrote 
earlier this y ear, “ a bourgeois 
revolutionary , a peasant leader.” 


One of the leading Western scholars study ing 
Mao. Stuart Schram, has written that when Mao 
first tried in 1937 to establish himself as a Marxist 
doctrinal leader — he was already established in 
Yenan as a successful peasant guerrilla leader — 
he plagiarized 80 or 9 0% of his lectures on dialec­ 
tical materialism from Soviet works 


“As a philosopher in the strict sense. Mao is 
not original, not even competent; and y et he has a 
profoundly philosophical 
turn of mind, ' Schram 
has written. Peking recently refused to allow 
Schram to visit China as part of a British scholarly 
delegation. 
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Crew Subdues Hijacker; 
Jet Lands Safely In Rome 


ROME (AP)-A man armed 


with a small pocket knife com- 
mandeered a New York-bound 
Air India jumbo jet for more 
than two hours Wednesday and 
threatened to make it crash in 
Rome, officials said. Crewmen 
finally subdued him and the 
plane landed safely with its 155 
passengers. 


The man - identified as Josef 


Homolov, 31, a Czechoslovak- 
born Canadian — was arrested 
by Italian police after the plane 
landed at Rome's Fiumicino air- 
port. Homolov, long-haired, un- 
shaven and wearing an army 
shirt, was booked on hijacking 
charges. 


Police said Homolov carried 


20 counterfeit Canadian $100 
bills and a Bombay-New York 
ticket. His explanation, the 
authorities said, was that he felt 
some passengers on the flight 
were hostile to him and he faced 
the risk of being robbed. 


The plane's 154 other 


passengers were apparently un- 
aware of the drama in the 
cockpit of Air India's flight 105 
from New Delhi to New York 
with stops in Bombay, Beirut, 
Rome and Paris. There was no 
immediate information on how 
many aboard were Americans. 
The plane left for Paris after five 
hours on the ground here. 


The captain, A. M. Kapur, 50, 


gave this account to police: 


"At 5:48 a.m. we were flying 


over Athens when a passenger I 
had met at Beirut airport 
entered the cockpit. He shouted 
in English. 'Do what I say or I'll 
destroy everything.' He got hold 
of a flashlight and held it over 
my head. I sent an alarm signal 
to Athens..'Take me to 
Rome,' he said." 


But once over Rome, 


Homolov ordered him not to 
descend, believing that the city 
was not Rome, and "he began 
fooling around with in- 
struments," Kapur said. 


Finally Homolov became con- 


vinced that thev plane was over 
Rome when he saw the dome of 
St. Peter's basilica below, the 
captain said.

At that point, Co-pilot B. S.

Das Gupta pounced on Homolov 
and disarmed him after a brief 
scuffle in which Homolov suf- 
fered a slight head injury. 


"Everything seemed normal 


until Rome," passenger Moreno 
Panattoni, an Italian, said. "But 
then we kept on circling. When I 
asked a stewardess, she said it 
was the bad weather. But the 
weather was good. She then said 


the airport was on strike, which 
seemed possible. 


"But when we were landing, 


the runway was full of police 
cars. We were told nothing. 
There was no panic." 


Homolov was interrogated at 


the airport and later taken to 
Rome's Regina Coeli — Queen 
of Heaven — prison. He was 
charged with hijacking, which 
carries a maximum penalty of 
life imprisonment, and also with 
possessing counterfeit bills.

Chicago (UPI) — A church 
choir director was stabbed to 
death on the steps of a church by 
a church usher Christmas mor­ 
ning when he tried to break up a 
fight between choir members 
and ushers in ROTC uniforms, 
authorities said. 
Authorities arrested a 16-year- 
old youth in the fatal knifing of 
Wesley Coleman, 19. The youth 
was charged with voluntary 
manslaughter in a juvenile peti­ 
tion. 
An argument broke out 
between members of the choir 
and uniformed church ushers 
shortly before the midnight 
Christmas Mass at Precious 
Blood Church, authorities said. 
“They said, ‘You guys in the 
uniforms. You sissies in the 
choir.' Things like that,” a police 
spokesman said. 
The argument was quelled and 
most church goers assembled in 
the rear assembly hall for 


cookies and cocoa after the ser­ 
vice. Another fight then broke 
out among the choir members 
and ushers after the youths 
gathered on the church steps. 


Coleman tried to break it up 
and bumped into a 16-year-old 
youth in uniform, police said. 
The youth allegedly grabbed a 
knife from a friend and stabbed 
Coleman once, authorities said. 


“ Everybody was greeting 
everybody (in the church’s 
assembly room),” said Delores 
Monreal, a church member. 
“I was pouring the cocoa when 
I turned around. I saw Wesley on 
the floor.” 
She said Coleman staggered 
into the room and collapsed. 
“It’s just like a nightmare. 
Nobody knows what happened,” 
Mrs. Monreal said. “He was a 
nice boy, well mannered, very 
kind to his mother and 
brothers.” 


'Birth Of Christ 
Source Of Hope' 


VATICAN CITY (AP)— Pope Paul VI declared in 
his 1974 Christmas Day message that the birth of 
Christ is “a source of happiness and hope'”’ and 
prayed for the success of the Holy Year he launched 
the night before. 
The 77-vear-old pontiff looked tired as he spoke on 
an overcast day to a crowd of more than 30,000 in St. 
Peter's Square and a television audience of millions. 
But his face brightened and his voice took on strength 
as he gave Christmas greetings in 10 languages — 
Italian, French, English, German. Russian, Spanish, 
Portuguese, Polish, Greek and Chinese. 
Paul said Christmas offers a “bright flash” in a 
world troubled by conflicts among men and nations. 
“We must imprint on our minds this blessed mo­ 
ment revealing the religious and existential truth of 
our life, a moment which, like a bright flash, enables 
us to see the panorama of the true human 
situation,“he said. 


Health Security Bill 
Introduction Planned 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A new 
health security bill will be in­ 
troduced in the new Congress to 
provide health insurance protec­ 
tion for everyone, Leonard 
Woodcock 
announced 
Wednesday. 
Woodcock, president of the 
United Auto Workers, is chair­ 
man of the Committee for 
National Health Insurance, a 
citizens organization. 
He said the new bill will be in­ 
troduced with Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy, D-Mass., and Rep. 
James C. Corman. D-C’alif., as 
chief sponsors. Kennedy in­ 
dicated earlier this month that 
he would submit new health in­ 
surance proposals. 
Woodcock said the new bill 
would cover every resident of 
the United States for all hospital 
and physicians’ services, as well 
as other specified health care 
needs such as eyeglasses, 
hearing aids and dental services 


for children and eventually for 
everyone. He did not estimate 
the cost. 
Grants would be given to local 
nonprofit agencies to develop 
and provide social care services 
for the aged and chronically ill. 
Woodcock said in a statement 
that if the bill is enacted, no 
American ever again would have 
to pay a hospital or doctor's bill. 
Payment would be made 
through a health security trust 
fund, financed one half from the 
general revenues and the other 
half by certain taxes. 
The taxes would include 1 per 
cent tax on individual earned or 
unearned income up to $20,000 
per year; 3*2 per cent tax on 
employers’ payrolls, which, the 
statement said, would be largely 
offset by the elimination of 
premium payments for private 
health insurance; and 24 per 
cent tax on the self-employed, 
up to $20,000 income.

Egyptian War Minister Ismail, 57, Dies

I wan t to than k the members o f the Lin co ln Electric Sy stem 
an d their bo ard o f directo rs fo r allo win g the steam heat 
cu sto mers an d o ther in terested citizen s o f Lin co ln access to 
fig u res, o p eratin g p ro cedu res an d acco u n tin g metho ds fo r the 
“K" Street p lan t 
It is o n ly thro u g h sin cere dialo g u e an d in terchan g e o f ideas 
that p ro blems su ch as all o f Lin co ln faces with the o p eratio n o f 
the “K” Street p lan t can be so lv ed in the best in terests. 
I came away fro m the o p en meetin g held Friday mo rn in g 
with the L.E.S. bo ard with the feelin g that the bo ard members 
tho u g ht the steam heat cu sto mers were in terested o n ly in selfish 
mo tiv es o f p ro cu rrin g steam heat at an u n realistically lo w p rice. 
I can n o t sp eak fo r all. bu t fo r my self an d so me o thers I hav e 
had clo se co n tact with, I can say that this is mo st certain ly n o t 
tru e. 
As a bu ildin g man ag er, I am v itally in terested in all 
o v erhead ex p en ses. I wo u ld be derelict in my du ty if I were n o t, 
bu t in reg ard to steam heat co sts, I believ e this situ atio n is u n ­ 
iq u e, becau se o f man y o ther facto rs bro u g ht o n by o u r n atio n ’s 
critical sho rtag e o f fu el, bo th n o w an d p ro jected. Also o u r ap ­ 
p ro achin g sho rtag e o f metals, o u r co n cern fo r air en v iro n men t 
an d the su re kn o wledg e that this co u n try mu st so o n u se as mu ch 
av ailable lan d as p o ssible fo r p ro du ctio n to help feed the star­ 
v in g p eo p le o f this wo rld. 
No w, the L.E.S. acco u n tin g dep artmen t is p ro jectin g that 
steam rates will n eed to be in creased ap p ro x imately 300% an d 
Du ff an d Phelp s, an aly sts fro m Chicag o who m we hav e hired to 
stu dy the co sts allo catio n o f the “K” Street p lan t, in dicate in 
their rep o rt that steam rates rig ht n o w sho u ld be less than we 
are p ay in g , with an in crease o v er the n ex t few y ears to slig htly 
mo re than we are n o w p ay in g . 
I am n o t an acco u n tan t o r an en g in eer. I am n o t in a p o si­ 
tio n to state what is rig ht o r wro n g with these rates, bu t I do 
kn o w this an d this is my p o in t. 
If the steam rates are raised bey o n d o u r ability to p ay , ev en 
fo r a sho rt p erio d, then we an d all o ther cu sto mers will be 
fo rced to altern ate heat. This will then fo reclo se the feasibility 
o f a so lid waste fu eled en erg y p lan t, an d we will co n tin u e to 
bu ry , ¡n lan d that sho u ld be fo r better p u rp o se each y ear the 
eq u iv alen t o f sev eral train lo ads o f fu el o il, p lu s ferro u s metals, 
alu min u m, co p p er, brass an d o ther materials that co u ld be 
recy cled. Man y o f y o u r heat cu sto mers will in stall fo ssil fu el 
p lan ts, addin g to air p o llu tio n an d u sin g “critical’’ n atu ral g as 
an d o il. 
Lin co ln will then be g o in g in the o p p o site directio n in 
reg ard to en erg y fro m man y o ther co mmu n ities acro ss o u r co u n ­ 
try . an d the n ew mu lti-millio n -do llar L.E.S. "p eakin g p lan t” 
will g o o n lin e bu rn in g diesel o il fo r fu el to p ro v ide electricity to 
ru n man y air-co n ditio n in g co mp resso rs to co o l bu ildin g s that 
co u ld hav e been co o led by chilled water fro m a cen tral trash- 
bu rn in g en erg y p lan t. 
I sin cerely u rg e that the L.E.S. bo ard stu dy the fig u res an d 
reach its co n clu sio n with the o v erall p ictu re an d the fu tu re o f 
Lin co ln an d the n atio n in min d. 
In co n clu sio n . I wo u ld add fro m a recen t n ews item: "The 
White Ho u se has co n ceded that v o lu n tary en erg y co n serv atio n 
effo rts p ro bably wo n 't achiev e Presiden t Fo rd’s g o al o f 
redu cin g o il imp o rts o n e millio n barrels a dav by the en d o f

Bu t ho w do es he kn o w what 
the C.I A. is do in g 0 Ho w can he 
be su re that it mig ht do n ex t 
y ear o r if its o fficials are tellin g 
him the tru th n o w0 Ev en if they 
are. su p p o se a n ew p residen t 
p ay s little atten tio n to the C.I.A. 
after 19 76° Fo rd is u n do u btedly 
sin cere, bu t in this case his 
assu ran ces — the assu ran ces o f 
an y p residen t — are ju st n o t 
g o o d en o u g h. 


Co n g ress, ihe White Ho u se, 
the American p eo p le hav e been 
assu red rep eatedly that the 
C.I.A., barred by law fro m an y 
o p eratio n s within the Un ited 
States, do es n o t co n du ct su ch 
o p eratio n s. No w The New Yo rk 
Times has p u blished stro n g 
alleg atio n s that the ag en cy did 
ju st that — an d these alleg atio n s 
are su p p o rted by Fo rd’s refu sal 
to say that in tern al su rv eillan ces 
had n o t been carried o n in the 
p ast, an d by his co n cessio n that 
he had so me o f the in fo rmatio n 
in The Times’ article befo re it 
ap p eared.

Ev en William E. Co lby , the 
directo r o f the C.I.A., is rep o rted 
to hav e g iv en so me co n firmatio n 
to these charg es in an o ff-the- 
reco rd ap p earan ce at the Co u n ­ 
cil o n Fo reig n Relatio n s. At the 
least, therefo re, a tho ro u g hg o in g 
in v estig atio n o f the C.I.A. mu st 
at lo n g last be carried o u t. Fo r if 
Fo rd’s assu ran ces are n o t g o o d 
en o u g h, C.I.A. den ials are little 
mo re than a jo ke, an d co n ­ 
g ressio n al "o v ersig ht” has been 
sho wn time an d ag ain to be n o t 


o n ly in su fficien t bu t u su ally 
co o p erativ e with the ag en cy su p ­ 
p o sedly o v erseen . An d if these 
charg es p ro v e tru e, the Fo reig n

o n e mo re g ro ss ex amp le o f o f­ 
ficial crime — o f lawlessn ess 
amo n g tho se swo rn to u p ho ld 
the law. An d that lawlessn ess 
brin g s “terrible retribu tio n ,” as 
Ju stice Bran deis warn ed n early 
5 0 y ears ag o : “If the g o v ern men t 
beco mes a law-breaker, it breeds 
co n temp t fo r law; 
it in v ites 
ev ery man to beco me a law u n to 
himself; it in v ites an archy .” 


When Presiden t Fo rd to o k o f­ 
fice, o n e o f his mo st u rg en t tasks 
was to resto re p u blic belief in 
the g o v ern men t’s resp ect fo r 
law. He made matters wo rse by 
his p ardo n o f Richard Nix o n . 
Then he u n n ecessarily deg raded 
in tern atio n al leg al stan dards in 
c o n do n i n g 
s u r r e p t i t i o u s 
American aid to the an ti-Allen de 
fo rces in Chile. 
All this len ds ex cep tio n al 
sig n ifican ce to Fo rd’s cho ice o f a 
n ew atto rn ey g en eral. It co u ld 
in deed be the mo st imp o rtan t 
cho ice he makes as p residen t. A 
stro n g an d resp ected fig u re in 
that o ffice, afte the co rru p tio n o f 
the Nix o n y ears, wo u ld be the 
mo st resto rin g o f sy mbo ls.

Bu t the ap p o in tmen t has ru n 
in to o bjectio n s fro m so me 
Rep u blican sen ato rs, n o tably 
Jo hn To wer o f Tex as, an d 
Ro man Hru ska o f Nebraska. It 
has therefo re beco me a v ital test 
o f the Presiden t’s u n derstan din g 
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EDWARD H. LEVI 


an d determin atio n — an d a test 
also o f the in teg rity o f this co u n ­ 
try ’s in tellectu al co n serv ativ es. 


Edward Lev i wo u ld g en erally 
be recko n ed a co n serv ativ e in his 
o u tlo o k as edu cato r an d lawy er. 
He is a deliberate man . reflec­ 
tiv e, with a distru st o f in stan t 
so lu tio n s to hard so cial p ro blems 
an d a deep dislike fo r sho rt-cu ts 
in the law. 


"The misu se o f law as bu t 
an o ther dev ice fo r lev erag e," he 
to ld en terin g law stu den ts last 
Octo ber; "is p ro fo u n dly co rru p ­ 
tin g . ’ On an earlier o ccasio n he 
said, with reg ret, that the stu ­ 
de n t p r o t e s t 
m o v e m e n t , 
ho wev er sin cere its jeeimg s, had 
accep ted "the leg itimacy 
p r e s s u r e 
v io len ce. ’’

Lev i has been hig hly critical o f 
stu den t ex cesses, su ch as su p ­ 
p ressio n o f sp eakers with u n ­ 
p o p u lar v iews. When v io len ce 
came to the Un iv ersity o f 
Chicag o , he said that the day he 
called p o lice o n to the camp u s, 
he wo u ld resig n . He mean t that 
callin g m the p o lice wo u ld sig n al 
his o wn failu re — failu re to 
main tain the ideals o f a u n iv ersi­ 
ty 
The remark co n v ey ed 
so methin g o f his v alu es, an d his 
v iew o f p erso n al resp o n sibility . 


In the co n tin u in g debate o n 
the ro le o f the Su p reme Co u rt, 
he is o n the side o f cau tio n He 
said last y ear that the co u rt has a 
v ery g reat resp o n sibility , when it 


re-mterp rets the law, "n o t to 
destro y the leg islativ e p ro cess o r 
the citizen s feelin g o f p articip a­ 
tio n in the determin atio n o f 
p u blic matters ” He u sed the 
co n tex t o f a su btle lectu re o n law 
an d mo rals to critize the recen t 
decisio n s o n abo rtio n an d cap ital 
p u n ishmen t.

He is q u iet man with an u n ­ 
derstated iro n ic man n er. An y o n e 
who asks at the bar o r the law 
scho o ls abo u t Edward Lev i will 
fin d a remarkable resp ect fo r 
him, whether o r n o t his v iews 
are shared. On e adm irer 
e x p l a in e d: “ He in s p ire s 
aileg ien ce becau se 
he is 
tru stwo rthy . He in sp ires resp ect 
becau se he believ es so deep ly in 
the p rimacy o f min d, in the v ir­ 
tu e o f reaso n .” 


To wer has attacked Lev i 
becau se he jo in ed the Natio n al 
Lawy ers Gu ild in the 19 30’s. He 
was in the Chicag o chap ter fo r a 
few y ears alo n g with su ch o thers 
as Walter Schaefer, who became 
a g reat ju stice o f the Illin o is 
Su p reme Co u rt. 
Do es To wer 
really care abo u t that du sty 
histo ry 0 Or is he wo rried that 
Edward Lev i wo u ld be to o in ­ 
dep en den t as atto rn ey g en eral, 
to o resistan t to p ressu re fo r 
p o litical u se o f the law0 


The Lev i situ atio n is a p ar­ 
ticu lar test fo r co n serv ativ e co m­ 
men tato rs an d thin kers 
They 
hav e twitted liberals fo r o p p o r­ 
tu n ism. an d fair en o u g h. No w 
they can sho w u s, by remain in g 
silen t o r sp eakin g o u t, whether 
kn o w-n o thin g s like Jo hn To wer 
sp eak fo r "co n serv atism'’ m this 
co u n try . 


All o f u s, liberal o r co n ser­ 
v ativ e, hav e mu ch at stake in 
Presiden t Fo rd s selectio n o f an 
atto rn ey g en eral.

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Keep An Eye On Roman 


Without checking the opinion of 


ranking members of his own party in 
Congress, President Ford some days ago 
let slip the name of Edward Levi as his 
choice to be attorney general, succeeding 
William Saxbe. No formal nomination has 
been made, however. 


Mr. Levi is, of all things, a reputed in- 


tellectual and a registered Democrat. He is 
president of the University of Chicago and 
had been a law professor or head of the law 
school most of his professional life before 
that. 


Those who know him say he would be 


a good attorney general. His credentials are 
impressive. He is also known to believe 
that the law is the most important fun- 
damental governing our lives and he is said 
to oppose violence for the sake of change. 
He stood up to protesting students as presi- 
dent of his university, which is saying 
something, because many 
university 


presidents did not. In short, he is not 
thought of as another Ramsay Clark, but as 
someone most conservatives, as well as 
liberals and moderates, could find accep- 
table. 


But Ford did not check with conser- 


vative members of the Senate Judiciary 


Committee — notably Democrat James 
Eastland of Mississippi and Republican 
Roman Hruska of Nebraska — and other 
conservative stalwarts such as Sen. John 
Tower, R-Texas, and the oversight must 
have hurt their feelings, because the poten- 
tial nomination of Levi is already in trou- 
ble. The current thinking is that he could 
be confirmed by the Senate, but only after 
a bloody fight. 


A few years back, cruel memory 


reminds us, Nebraskans were treated to 
the spectacle and indignity of our own 
Roman Hruska pleading for the confirma- 
tion of G. Harrold Carswell so that 
mediocrity could have a voice on the 
Supreme Court of the United States. That 
deadly serious buffoonery made Hruska — 
and, indirectly, his constituents — a 
laughing stock. 


Now Hruska is in position to possibly 


try to help block the appointment of a 
reputedly capable man to high office — if 
indeed that appointment is made in the 
face of conservative opposition. 


Hruska thus far hasn't said a flat "no" 


to Levi and of course he hasn't said "yes." 
He has made some negative noises. It will 
be interesting to watch Hruska's perfor- 
mance if Levi is nominated. 


Council Should Okay Chiefs 


Lincoln City Councilwoman Sue Bailey 


has the right idea in the ongoing controver- 
sy regarding the appointment of police and 
fire chiefs. The council is now considering 
the possibility of diluting the mayor's 
exclusive appointment power over those 
two positions. 


Bailey thinks the appointments of the 


police and fire chiefs should be confirmed 
by the council. We think that is the best ap- 
proach. 


Other council members appear to 


favor a return to the public safety depart- 
ment idea with a director over both police 
and fire chiefs. Mayor Schwartzkopf, who 
approved of the elimination of that office 
several years ago, is opposed to any change 
in the present system. 


The Star believes that re-establishing 


the department of public safety would only 
add another 
unnecessary and costly 
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bureaucratic layer to the lunction of 
providing police and fire protection. A new 
department and a new director to oversee 
the police and fire departments is not 
needed. 


But the job of police chief, especially, 


is one which is sensitive and the operation 
which the chief heads touches almost 
everyone in the community in one way or 
another. Because the police department 
commands the most visible means of 
power and authority, it is especially impor- 
tant that the people be as close to the ap- 
pointment process as possible. 


That is why we think the council 


should confirm mayoral appointments of 
the police and fire chiefs. Council par- 
ticipation in the process will not necessari- 
ly make it any more "political" than under 
the present system. And it will probably 
allow for a great deal more citizen input.

Cosf Of Steam Heat 


Lincoln, Neb. 


I want to thank the members of the Lincoln Electric System 


and their board of directors for allowing the steam heat 
customers and other interested citizens of Lincoln access to 
figures, operating procedures and accounting methods for the 
"K" Street plant. 


It is only through sincere dialogue and interchange of ideas 


that problems such as all of Lincoln faces with the operation of 
the "K" Street plant can be solved in the best interests. 


I came away from the open meeting held Friday morning 


with the L.E.S. board with the feeling that the board members 
thought the steam heat customers were interested only in selfish 
motives of procurnng steam heat at an unrealistically low price. 


I cannot speak for all, but for myself and some others I have 


had close contact with, I can say that this is most certainly not 
true. 


As a building manager, ' I am vitally interested in all 


overhead expenses. I would be derelict in my duty if I were not, 
but in regard to steam heat costs, I believe this situation is un- 
ique, because of many other factors brought on by our nation's 
critical shortage of fuel, both now and projected. Also our ap- 
proaching shortage of metals, our concern for air environment 
and the sure knowledge that this country must soon use as much 
available land as possible for production to help feed the star- 
ving people of this world. 


Now, the L.E.S. accounting department is projecting that 


steam rates will need to be increased approximately 300% and 
Duff and Phelps, analysts from Chicago whom we have hired to 
study the costs allocation of the "K" Street plant, indicate in 
their report that steam rates right now should be less than we 
are paying, with an increase over the next few years to slightly 
more than we are now paying. 


I am not an accountant or an engineer. I am not in a posi- 


tion to state what is right or "wrong with these rates, but I do 
know this and this is my point. 


If the steam rates are raised beyond our ability to pay, even 


for a short period, then we and all other customers will be 
forced to alternate heat. This will then foreclose the feasibility 
of a solid waste fueled energy plant, and we will continue to 
bury, in land that should be for better purpose each year the 
equivalent of several trainloads of fuel oil, plus ferrous metals, 
aluminum, copper, brass and other materials that could be 
recycled. Many of your heat customers will install fossil fuel 
plants, adding to air pollution and using "critical" natural gas 
and oil. 


Lincoln will then be going in the opposite direction in 


regard to energy from many other communities across our coun- 
try, and the new multi-million-dollar L.E.S. "peaking plant" 
will go on line burning diesel oil for fuel to provide electricity to 
run many air-conditioning compressors to cool buildings that 
could have been cooled by chilled water from a central trash- 
burning energy plant. 


I sincerely urge that the L.E.S. board study the figures and 


reach its conclusion with the overall picture and the future of 
Lincoln and the nation in mind. 


In conclusion, I would add from a recent news item: "The 


White House has conceded that voluntary energy conservation 
efforts probably won't achieve President Ford's goal of 
reducing oil imports one million barrels a day by the end of 
1975."

C. I. A. And The Law

WASHINGTON - President 


. Ford has assured the American 
people that the Central 
Intelligence Agency is not now 
conducting domestic political 
surveillances in violation of its 
charter, and that no such ac- 
tivities will be tolerated while he 
is president. 


But how does he know what 


the C.I A. is doing? How can he 
be sure that it might do next 
year or if its officials are telling 
him the truth now? Even if they 
are, suppose a new president 
pays little attention to the C.I.A. 
after 1976? Ford is undoubtedly 
sincere, but in this case his 
assurances — the assurances of 
any president — are just not 
good enough. 


Congress, the White .House, 


the American people have been 
assured 
repeatedly 
that the 


C.I.A., barred by law from any 
operations within the United 
States, does not conduct such 
operations. Now The New York 
Times has published strong 
allegations that the agency did 
just that — and these allegations 
are supported by Ford's refusal 
to say that internal surveillances 
had not been carried on in the 
past, and by his concession that 
he had some of the information 
in The Times' article before it 
appeared. 


• & • & • & 


Even William E. Colby, the 


director of the C.I.A., is reported 
to have given some confirmation 
to these charges in an off-the- 
record appearance at the Coun- 
cil on Foreign Relations. At the 
least, therefore, a thoroughgoing 
investigation of the C.I.A. must 
at long last be carried out. For if 
Ford's assurances are not good 
enough, C.I.A. denials are little 
more than a joke, and con- 
gressional "oversight" has been 
shown time and again to be not 


only insufficient but usually 
cooperative with the agency sup- 
posedly overseen. And if these 
charges prove true, the Foreign 
Intelligence Adivosry Board, ap- 
pointed-by the President to keep 
an eye on the agency, as well as 
the Forty Committee which is 
supposed to give it policy direc- 
tion within the administration, 
have either been duped or co- 
opted or both. 


It appears possible, incredibly 


enough, that some of the agen- 
cy's highest officials, holding the 
responsibility to control its ac- 
tions, did not know what was 
going on. This is because a sort 
of C.I.A.-within-the-C.I.A. was in 
operation — the Counter- 
intelligence Department 
allegedly carried out the 
domestic operations through its 
own unit-within-a-unit, 
the 


super-secret special operations 
branch of Counter Intelligence, 
or "the Deep Snow Section," as 
one official called it. 


Since the Counter-intelligence 


Department has the responsibili- 
ty of checking on C.I.A. agents 
themselves to make sure they 
have not defected or become 
double agents, it is clearly hazar- 
dous for anyone within the agen- 
cy to challenge or antagonize 
Counter-intelligence. 


•fr 
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This many-chambered hous of 


deceit, fear, power and intrigue 
must not longer be permitted to 
flourish in its own darkness. It is 
especially chilling to read, for 
example, that when James 
Schlesinger, briefly the agency's 
director, tried to halt all 
q u e s t i o n a b l e 
counter- 


intelligence activities in 1973, 
and to cut back C.I.A. personnel, 
agency security officials in- 
creased the number of his per- 
sonal bodyguards. If that is true, 
and if they felt they had reason, 
every nightmare vision of a 


shadowy C.I.A. menace will 
seem the more rational. 


But how is truth to be es- 


tablished? The agency can hard- 
ly be trusted to investigate and 
purge itself; and even if Colby 
did the job honestly and 
ruthlessly, the public could not 
be expected to accept one more 
in-house assurance of clean 
hands. Earlier congressional and 
presidential 
inquiries, 


moreover, have usually become 
dependent on the agency for in- 
formation and have wound up in 
its pocket and pleading its cause. 


If Ford means what he says, 


he needs the truth more than 
anyone else. He might come 
closest to getting it if he ap- 
pointed a special prosecutor, 
with full subpoena powefs and 
security clearances, in- 
dependence such as-that granted 
Leon Jaworski in the Watergate 
matter, and the mission of in- 
vestigating ever>' violation of law 
and its own charter of which any 
C LA. official may have been 
guilty. 


Congress would provide 


legislation to give such a 
prosecutor an irregutable legal 
base. But if Ford merely accepts 
C.I.A. assurances instead of 
taking action to get at the truth, 
Congress ought to legislate its 
own special prosecutor. Either 
way, Congress could also begin 
the necessary studies of the 
agency's quarter-century of 
existence to see if it should be 
reshaped, reduced or abolished. 


The C LA. has functioned too 


long as its own watchdog, 
perhaps its own law. Radical 
surgery was recently needed to 
remove 
the cancer that 


threatened the presidency; and 
radical surgery will be needed 
just as desperately if a cancer 
called C.I.A. threatens American 
democracy itself.

BOSTON — It is high political 


drama to learn that the Central 
Intelligence Agency conducted 
massive domestic 
spying 


operations in violation of its 
charter. But the disclosure, by 
Seymour Hersh in the New York 
Times, has even more profound 
implications for our view of law. 


Here, on top of Watergate, is 


one more gross example of of- 
ficial crime — of lawlessness 
among those sworn to uphold 
the law. And that lawlessness 
brings "terrible retribution," as 
Justice Brandeis warned nearly 
50 years ago: "If the government 
becomes a law-breaker, it breeds 
contempt for law; it invites 
every man to become a law unto 
himself; it invites anarchy." 


When President Ford took of- 


fice, one of his most urgent tasks 
was to restore public belief in 
the government's respect for 
law. He made matters worse by 
his pardon of Richard Nixon. 
Then he unnecessarily degraded 
international legal standards in 
condoning 
surreptitious 


American, aid to the anti-Allende 
forces in Chile. 


All this lends exceptional 


sipificance to Ford's choice of a 
new attorney general. It could 
indeed be the most important 
choice he makes as president. A 
strong and respected figure in 
that office, afte the corruption of 
the Nixon years, would be the 
most restoring of symbols. 


* if * 


President Ford has at least 


tentatively decided to appoint 
such a figure: Edward H. Levi, 
president of the University of 
Chicago and former dean of its 
law school. In character, in 
professional reputation, in 
philosophy, Levi is extraor- 
dinarily qualified to serve this 
President and restore the 
.general faith in law. 


But the appointment has run 


into objections from some 
Republican senators, notably 
John Tower of Texas, and 
Roman Hruska of Nebraska. It 
has therefore become a vital test 
of the President's understanding

and determination — and a test 
also of the integrity of this coun- 
try's intellectual conservatives. 


Edward Levi would generally 


be reckoned a conservative in his 
outlook as educator and lawyer. 
He is a deliberate man, reflec- 
tive, with a distrust of instant 
solutions to hard social problems 
and a deep dislike for short-cuts 
in the law. 


"The misuse of law as but 


another device for leverage," he 
told entering law students last 
October; "is profoundly corrup- 
ting." On an earlier occasion he 
said, with regret,-that the stu- 
dent protest movement, 
however sincere its feelings, had 
accepted "the legitimacy of 
pressure, leverage, vand 
violence." _ 


Levi has been highly critical of 


student excesses, such as sup- 
pression of speakers with un- 
popular views. When violence 
came to the University of 
Chicago, he said that the day he 
called police on to the campus, 
he would resign. He meant that 
calling in the police would signal 
his own failure — failure to 
maintain the ideals of a universi- 
ty 
The remark conveyed 


something of his values, and his 
view of personal responsibility. 


In the continuing debate on 


the role of the Supreme Court, 
he is on the side of caution. He 
said last year that the court-has a 
very great responsibility, when it 


re-interprets the law, "not to 
destroy the legislative process or 
the citizen's feeling of participa- 
tion v in the determination of 
public matters." He used the 
context of a subtle lecture on law 
and morals to critize the recent 
decisions on abortion and capital 
punishment. 


# * 
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He is quiet man with an un- 


derstated ironic manner. Anyone 
who asks at the bar or the law 
schools about Edward Levi will 
find a remarkable respect for 
him, whether or not his views 
are shared. One admirer 
explained: "He .inspires 
allegience because he is 
trustworthy. He inspires respect 
because he believes so deeply in 
the primacy of mind, in the vir- 
tue of reason." ' 


Tower has attacked Levi 


because he joined the National 
Lawyers Guild in the 1930's. He 
was in the Chicago chapter for a 
few years along with such others 
as Walter Schaefer, who became 
a great justice of the Illinois 
Supreme Court. Does Tower 
really care about that dusty 
history? Or is he worried that 
Edward Levi would be too in- 
dependent as attorney general, 
too resistant to pressure for 
political use of the law? 


The Levi -situation is a par- 


ticular test for conservative com- 
mentators and thinkers. They 
have twitted liberals for oppor- 
tunism, and fair enough. Now 
they can show us, by remaining 
silent or speaking out, whether 
know-nothings like John Tower 
speak for "conservatism" in this 
country. 


All of us, Jiberal or conser- 


vative, have much at stake in 
President Ford's selection of an 
attorney general. Edward Levi is 
not the only person to restore 
the tattered fabric of law in this 
country. But he would be an 
exceptional choice, for this 
President and this time, and to 
back away now would be one 
more surrender to unreason.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Army may be in the process of 
trying to convince Congress to 
overturn its ban on the produc­ 
tion of new lethal nerve gases, 
Rep. Les Aspin, D-Wis., said 
Wednesday. 
Aspin based his assertions on a 
Dec. II entry in the Commerce 
Department’s “ Business Daily’’ 
— a listing of government con­ 
tract notices — and background 
on the chemicals involved, aides 
said. 
An Army spokesman said 
Christmas night that he could 
not respond to questions about 
the Aspin statement until he 
reached officials involved in 
chemical-warfare programs. 
The Dec. II notice, Aspin said 
in a statement, was a query to 
chemical companies regarding 
their willingness to convert their 
facilities to produce “ ton quan­ 
tities 
of two chemicals, 
dimethyl poiysulfide and ethyl 2- 
Diisopropylaminoethyl. 
Those chemicals, an Aspin 
aide said, are the components of 
a nerve gas called VX, into 
which the Army has conducted 
authorized research. 


An odorless, colorless com­ 
pound that attacks the nervous 
system when inhaled or ab­ 
sorbed through the skin, a quart 
jar of VX contains “ several 
million lethal doses,” the aide 
saia 
About the same time as that 
notice, he said, the Army an­ 
nounced a search for a company 
to produce artillery projectiles 
that would be filled with “ non­ 
toxic chemical solutions.” 
VX, a binary gas, becomes a 
lethal weapon when the two 
chemicals — transported and 
contained separately in the 
projectile — mix as the projec­ 
tile strikes its target. 
“ These will be the projectiles 
in which these two chemicals 
will be loaded,” the aide said, 
conceding that he had not dis­ 
cussed with the Army his inter­ 
pretations of the notice. 
On Aug. 6, by a 214-186 vote, 
the House deleted from an ap­ 
propriations bill an Army 
request for funds to make new 
artillery ammunition and new a 
binary nerve gas. The Senate, 
moreover, has since ratified the 
1925 Geneva protocols outlawing 


chemical warfare. 
The military, Aspin’s office 
said, already has stockpiled, by 
its own account, some 50 million 
pounds of lethal gases in bulk 
and in projectiles in Europe, at 
five U.S. locations and on John­ 
son Island in-the Pacific Ocean. 
The impetus for binary gases 
comes from concern over 
transporting present, already- 
mixed gases and the age of their 
containers. 
After the House vote, the gas 
program — then focused on a 
compound called GB — was to 
be limited to research, Aspin 
said. 


The Army definitely is lining 
up manufacturers for VX, Aspin 
said. “ Either (it) intends to ig­ 
nore its orders or it plans to con­ 
vince the Congress to revoke the 
law against producing a new 
fam ily of poisonous gas 
munitions.” 


A member of the House 
Armed Services Committee, 
Aspin said he would seek 
emergency hearings on the 
matter next month when the 
new Congress convenes.

Corporate Profits Said High, Some Ex traordinarily So

New York (AP) — There was a 
time not long ago when the 
economy was booming and cor­ 
porate officers loved to brag 
about their growing profits. 
They didn’t have to explain; 
everyone understood profits. 


Now nobody seems to, at least 
to the satisfaction of the various 
interested parties. Asterisks, 
“ howevers,” explanations, 
exceptions, auditor’s notes and 
footnotes scramble the profit­ 
less statements that once could 
be read in a glance. 


Adding to the confusion are 
two periodic or cyclical 
phenomena: Inflation, which 
distorts and exaggerates the 
numbers; and a popular climate 
of opinion in which profits once 
termed “ healthy” are now called 
“ excessive.” 


The tendency of executives to 
extol their profits when the 
climate is receptive, such as 


when the stock market is active, 
but to belittle them during times 
of inflation, darkens the grey 
areas. 


Holding a light to the profit 
reports and stripping them of 
their dangling exceptions, the 
bare fact is that profits are high 
this year, in some instances 
extraordinarily high. 


A study by the First National 
City Bank of net incomes for the 
first nine months shows that 1,- 
519 leading corporations in­ 
creased their profits an average 
of 27 per cent over a year earlier 
More than 70 per cent of the 
companies and 26 of 32 in­ 
dustries did better than a year 
earlier. 


The iron and steel industry 
was especially profitable, with 
48 companies netting $925 
million in the third quarter, a 
whopping 172 per cent increase 
over the figures for the com­ 
parable period a year earlier. 


Now the explanations. 
In fla tio n 
did 
indeed 
exaggerate those figures; the 
dollar that was used to measure 
1973’s profits was a bigger one 
than that of 1974. Profits were 
up, but not nearly by so much as 
would appear. 


Because of that inflation, 
another distortion was in­ 
troduced into the pricing of in­ 
ventories. Nonfinancial com­ 
panies held about $250 billion in 
inventory at the beginning of this 
year , each increase of 1 per cent 
in the prices at which those in­ 
ventories are valued added $2.5 
billion to inventory profits. 


The Commerce Department 
estimated that inventories were 
adding $58 billion a year to 
profits during the third quarter 
of the year. And inventory 
profits, it should be noted, are 
sometimes just illusions. 
The explanation: 
If a company were to go out of 


In some instances, they point 
business and sell off its inven­ 
tory, or if it had excessive 
stockpiles it could sell without 
need of replacement, it could in­ 
deed turn inventory profits into 
real ones. 


But, if the company is to stay 
in business it has to plow back 
all those inventory profits into 
restoring its inventories. It 
doesn’t have the profits to use 
for any other purpose.

Reunited Couples May Run Afoul Of-Courts

Nebraska's new child Support law is 


causing some problems in cases in which the 
divorced couple has been reunited. 


Lancaster District Court Clerk Otis Nelson 


said that unless a couple files a motion 
asking that a divorce decree be set aside, the 
court has no way of knowing that the couple 
is again living together. 


He said that under provisions of LB961 


passed by the 1974-Legislature, it is the 
responsibility of the court to appoint at- 
torneys to bring contempt'"proceedings 
against parents in child support delinquency 
cases. 


If the decree has not been set aside and the 


records show delinquency in child support 


• payments, the court proceeds with contempt 
proceedings. 


Nelson said that the court, unaware that a 


couple has gone back together, may start the 
proceedings without knowing that the parent 
is actually directly supporting the child. 


He cited a recent example of the problem 


in a case in which the couple went back 
. together soon after the decree was entered. 


He said the wife had been seriously ill and 


hospitalized, the couple had had another 
child and the father was caring tor and sup- 


porting the wife and children, but no 
knowledge of this was on file with the court. 


Only after the husband was served sum- 


mons to show cause why he should not be 
held in contempt of court for failing to pay 
child support through the clerk's office ac- 
cording to the decree was it learned that the 
couple was reunited. 


No Action Taken 


No action had ever been taken to set aside 


the decree of divorce and the court records 
showed only that the father was delinquent 
in paying child support. 


Lancaster District Judge William Blue said 


all that is required to set a divorce decree 


aside within the six-month waiting period is 
to file a motion with the clerk and for both 
parties to present evidence that they are 
mutually agreed to the reconciliation. * 


If the six-month period elapses before the 


decree is set aside, it is necessary for the cou- 
ple to remarry in order to legalize the status. 


Nelson notes that many people are not 


aware that the decree must be set aside if the 
couple goes back together within the six- 
month period. 


• Years may go by and several children 
later, the parties find out that they aren't 
legally married, Nelson said.

investigator-supervisor for the 
agency. 


One woman lost her job as a 


machine operator becuase her 
employer charged she posed a 
"health hazard" by working bra- 
less. 


"An actual on-sight investiga- 


tion has been made," Summers 
said, "and in that case the in- 
vestigator found that the 
woman's breasts would -not get 
caught.in the machinery." 


The woman, who is 22, was 


described by Summers as 
"having an average-size bust." 


In the second complaint, a 29- 


year-old woman was fired from 
her job filing orders in a 
warehouse for refusing to wear a 
bra to work. Her employer fired 
her for "insubordination." 


While this case is still under 


investigation, Summers said her 
refusal to wear the garment was 
"definitely involved." 


In her complaint, the woman 


said "I do not think my breasts 
should be the determining factor 
in my employment.'' She said 
her employers tried to "force" 
her to wear a bra. 


When the commission com- 


pletes its work, and if it finds the 
complaints are justified, it will 
try to arrange for re- 
employment 


Commission rules prohibit it 


from identifying workers who 
complain to it or companies in- 
volved, 


Summers said he was sur- 


prised these were the only two 
cases involving bras pending 
with the agency.

Consider this deal where East 


won the diamond lead with the 
ace and returned a diamond, 
won in dummy with the queen.

West won with the king,

It would be easy to dismiss 


the hand by concluding that 
declarer was unlucky to find 
West with all four clubs—the 
only distribution that could 
defeat him. Nevertheless, the 
fact remains that South's 
failure to make the contract is a 
violation — albeit unintentional 
— of the principle enunciated 
above. 


Declarer's only concern from 


the start should be to score four 
club tricks. If he scores them, 
he is home, period. It is easy to 
see that there is no problem if 
the clubs are 2-2 or 3-1, so South 
should shape his play to cater to 
the possibility of either op- 
ponent's having all four clubs. 


He should win the diamond 


return at trick two with the king 
and play a low club to dummy at 
trick three. In the actual case, 
West finds it impossible to make 
more than one. club trick, 
whether he takes the king at 
once or later on. In effect, South 
makes nine tricks without a 
finesse. 


The outcome is exactly the 


same if East proves to be the 
player with four clubs. He also 
makes only one dub trick on 
this method of play. The safety 
play guarantees the contract 
regardless of how the cards are 
divided.

built or is more obsolete today, than the railroad station. In its day, 
it was a benchmark of civilization and style. These 'gateways' to the 


cities of the United States were palaces of splendor, symbols of 
progress and objects of civic pride. Now they are caverns of 
gloom."

Never a palace of splendor, the Burlington Depot is not now a 


cavern of gloom, though in the silence of the long waiting room, 
there is an air of sadness. 


Red-coated, lead ticket clerk, Vernon Pelowski, remembers 


with a smile his early days in the fifties when eight windows and six 
ticket agents handled the business for the 15 daily trains. 


Now on loan to Amtrak, the government-established corpora- 


tion which handles passenger service, Pelowski doesn't think 
passenger trains are dying out. 


Two-hundred gleaming new cars to replace the shabby and 


worn out cars of the 1940's will be in operation this spring; reser- 
vations (now required for every passenger) are up and the trains 
through Lincoln are packed this holiday season; there is talk of 
opening up new routes, next year perhaps to Grand Island or Kan- 
sas City.

Twelve newly-elected state 
senators — one-fourth of 
Nebraska’s 49 — will sit in the 
Stathouse for the first time on 
Jan. 8. Among proposals bound 
to hit the rough waters in Gov. J. 
James Exon’s declared austerity 
wave will be 1975-76 NU budget 
requests. 
NU President D. B Varner 
told The Star in the Spring that 
the 25% budget hike for this 
school year represented not so 
much an Easter basket brim­ 
ming with green, as it did a 
recognition that NU must catch 
up from past tight-fisted 
Legislatures. 
The university continues to

Report Says Ford 'Contributed' To Problem 


WASHINGTON (A P)- A U.S. 
Civil Rights Commission staff 
report on the Boston school 
busing controversy asserts the 
situation may mark “ a critical 
turning point in American racial 
h isto ryIt adds that President 
Ford has “contributed to the 
problem." 


The report, described as 
'preliminary staff research for 
decision making purposes" and 
dated Nov. 27, criticizes 
Massachusetts and Boston of­ 
ficials, calling them ineffective 
and unable to deal with the 
situation. 


Ford’s decision not to send 
federal troops into the city when 
violence erupted was “ wise", 
the report said, but suggested 
the decision delayed restoring 
order to the city. It added that 
Ford should not “jawbone" by 
summoning “ key actors to 
Washington to reinforce his com­ 
mitment ...” 
“ More dramatic and thus 
more effective would be a 
presidential visit to Boston" to 


meet the officials involved, it 
added. 
The court-ordered desegrega­ 
tion plan, which the commission 
staff strongly endorsed and 
which prompted the racial dis­ 
orders, “ is being imposed 
without any effective planning 
or preparation of students, 
teachers, 
administrators, 
parents or the community for 
peaceful integration," it said.

Kerrigan has been a frequent 
and outspoken critic of busing, 
as has Boston City Councilor 
Louise Day Hicks. She said, “ It 
is obvious to me that the com­ 
pilers of this report spent far too 
little time analyzing the facts of 
Boston’s unique situation and as 
a consequence the report in­ 
dicates a lack of depth and 
perception.” 
wucn ot the document is 
background to the controversy in 
the city it describes as one where 
“ethnicity has great tenacity," 
where blacks are poorly 
organized and whites are “ well- 
organized... towards destructive 
or anti-social ends. " 
“The Boston controversy has 
exploded the thin veneer of 


civilization to prominently 
claimed for this ‘liberal’ city and 
has laid bare the double stan­ 
dard which exists in desegrega­ 
tion policy,” the report’s uniden­ 
tified authors wrote. 
The paper warns that the 
“ potential for street violence 
must not be underestimated.” 
In a section on “implications 
for future action,” it says all 
government officials involved 
and the citizens and businesses 
of Boston “must invest signifi­ 
cant time, human resources and 
money in remedial actions.” 
The objectives of those ac­ 
tions. the report continued, must 
be to restore peace and respect 
for law and order and to devise 
interim plans “ to remedy 
weaknesses in the current 
desegregation plan, in public 
school administration, in teacher 


training and discipline and in 
school curriculum.” 


It said further objectives must 
include actions: 
— “ To overcome the absence 
of effective preintegration plan­ 
ning and to provide sound plan­ 
ning for the next, more com­ 
plicated phase ... next fall. 
— “To provide effective and 
strong prointegration leadership 
and to reduce the impact and 
effectiveness of organized anti­ 
integration forces. 


— “ To counteract the causes 
of 
racial, 
ethnic 
and 
neighborhood polarization, and 
to reduce the impact of this 
polarization on the desegrega­ 
tion process.” 
It suggests, to further those 
goals, that U.S. District Judge 
W. Arthur Garrity “ might issue 


orders enjoining organized 
resistance” to desegregation. 
Even lacking that, “ well- 
publicized investigations of 
possible illegal conspiracies 
should be commenced ... as 
well as probes of the probability 
of underground violence by both 
black and white hate groups. 
The federal law enforcement 
presence should be increased.” 
It said further that, “ under no 
circumstances, should (Supt. 
W illiam Leary and black 
associate Supt. Charles 
Leftwich) be replaced by anti­ 
integration administrators.” The 
terms of both expire in April. 
Also, “some action is needed 
to strengthen the vacillating 
public officials, to move them to 
affirmative postures and to 
neutralize those openly op­ 
posed," it said. 


GAO To Investigate 'Malicious7 Charge 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Congressional investigators in­ 
tend to proceed with the probe 
of an alleged conflict of interest 
case in the Civil Service Com­ 
mission, despite that agency's 
assertion that the charges are 
malicious and unfounded. 
A spokesman for the General 
Accounting Office said Tuesday 
that the watchdog agency would 
conduct an inquiry into the 
relationship of John D. R. Cole, 
director of the Civil Service 
Commission’s personnel bureau, 
and his former employer, a 
management consultant firm 
which has won exclusive CSC 
contracts worth $33,750 over the 
past two years. 
In requesting the probe, Rep. 
John Moss, D-Caiif., a senior 
member of the House govern­ 
ment operations committee, said 
the consulting firm, Kepner- 
Tregoe Corp., Inc., of Princeton, 
N.J., appeared to have “a un­ 
ique entry and relationship 
with” the commission. 
A number of CSC executives 
were reported to have com­ 
plained about being forced to 
take management study courses 
offered by Kepner-Tregoe, 
risking career advancement 
problems if they refused. 
Moss also asked for clarifica­ 
tion of the status of Douglas Jor­ 
dan, employed by Kepner- 
Tregoe and by the commission 
as a $125-a-day consultant ad­ 
ministering the study courses. 
In a letter to comptroller Gen. 
Elmer B. Staats last Friday, CSC 
Chairman Robert E. Hampton

Nebraska newspaper edito rs and bro adcast news directo rs 
rem embered the fears o f last su mmer, naming the dro u g ht as the 
nu m ber o ne sto ry o f the y ear in the annu al Asso ciated Press po ll. 
Other equ ally serio u s pro blems faced besieg ed farmers in the 
difficu lt su m mer o f 19 74. Fertilizer remained in sho rt su pply , fu el 
prices were, in many instances, twice tho se o f 19 73, prices o f 
o t er essential pro du cts had do u bled and tripled and the v astly in­ 
creased prices o f ag ricu ltu ral pro du ce seemed an iro nic twist o f 
fate. 


The rains finally came in Au g u st and September, bu t the 
fears ling ered as farm ers co ntemplated the capricio u s whims o f a 
friendly env iro nment tu rned su ddenly v icio u s. 
A clo se seco nd in the AP po ll was a g u bernato rial campaig n 
featu ring alleg atio ns o f po litical fav o ritism in award o f state co n­ 
tracts, a ru n at the to p spo t by a mav erick state senato r who 
g ained a spo t o n the ballo t thro u g h a petitio n effo rt, a lacklu ster 
campaig n by a Repu blican in a Repu blican state, and finally , the 
re-electio n o f a po pu lar Demo cratic g o v erno r who swept his 
cho sed ru nning m ate into o ffice o n his co attails. 
State $en. Richard Marv el, a stu dio u s po litical science 
pro fesso r fro m Nebraska Wesley an Univ ersity in Linco ln, nev er 
seemed able to rally the Repu blican faithfu l behind his candidacy 
ag ainst seeming ly inv incible J. J. Ex o n. He co mplained o penly o f 
less than adequ ate financing and ev en specu lated at o ne po int in 
the clo sing day s o f the o bv io u sly do o med campaig n abo u t dro p­ 
ping o u t o f the co ntest. 


Exon Strategy Works 


Meanwhile, Go v . J. J. Ex o n endo rsed Hasting s atto rney 
Gerald Whelan as his ru nning m ate befo re the primary electio n in 
a mo v e interpreted by many po litical o bserv ers as an attem pt to 
ensu re that a free spirit named Terry Carpenter wo u ld no t o ccu py 
the seco nd hig hest state o ffice. Whatev er the reaso n, Ex o n’s ef­ 
fo rt met with su ccess, bo th in the primary and g eneral electio n, as 
he swept to an impressiv e v icto ry and Whelan manag ed to squ eak 
by in the primary 
Omaha State Sen. Ernest Chambers didn’t hav e su bstantial 
su ccess at the po lls, bu t his po lished wit was activ e as ev er after 
finishing a po o r third behind Ex o n and Marv el. 
‘‘This pro v es that po litically I am no Mu hammed Ali,” he 
o bserv ed, adding that “so metimes the peo ple at larg e, v o ting 
blindly in their u ninfo rmed ig no rance, will be led o u t o f the 
wilderness and into the swam p.” 
It was that kind o f electio n. 
Co nfu sio n seemed the majo r o ffsho o t o f the State Aid to 
Edu catio n issu e, v o ted as the nu mber three sto ry o f 19 74. Respo n­ 
ding to an AP su rv ey , many v o ters said they qu ite simply didn’t 
u nderstand the pro po sal. 
Enacted by the Leg islatu re du ring the 19 74 sessio n, the 
measu re wo u ld hav e raised state sales and inco me tax rates to 
pro v ide mo re equ itable su ppo rt to scho o l districts thro u g ho u t the 
state, thu s redu cing dependence o n pro perty tax es to finance 
pu blic edu catio n. 
Pro po nents said the pro po sal wo u ld benefit po o rer scho o l 
districts, pu tting them o n a mo re equ al fo o ting with wealthier 
areas witho u t harming the qu ality o f edu catio n in afflu ent scho o l 
districts.

After plu m m eting to lo ws appro aching $30 per hu n­ 
dredweig ht at the Omaha liv esto ck market in the su mmer, prices 
rebo u nded in the late su m mer and fall and ho v ered at lev els alter­ 
nately abo v e and belo w $40 per hu ndredweig ht. 
The clamo r slackened in the fall, bu t feeders co ntinu ed to 
maintain that relief was a necessity if Americans were to co ntinu e 
traditio nal beef co nsu mptio n at prices affo rdable to mo st co n­ 
su mers.

Way ne Ziebarth g av e the GOP m o re 
than it barg ained fo r in the 3rd District co ng ressio nal co ntest, 
almo st, u psetting Repu blican Mrs. Hav en Smith. 


3rd District Race Close 


Co ming o ff a difficu lt primary , Mrs. Smith co nfro nted a 
v ig o ro u s campaig n by Ziebarth, who was assisted by Demo crats 
sensing the po ssibility o f an infrequ ent v icto ry in the sprawling 
western Nebraska district. 
Mrs. Sm ith’s cam paig n was clo sely tied to retiring 
Repu blican Co ng ressman Dav e Martin. Ziebarth pu nched away at 
the asso ciatio n, say ing Mrs. Smith’s campaig n was larg ely 
financed by left-o v er campaig n co ntribu tio ns fro m M artin’s 19 72 
race. 
The v o cal Martin co u ntered by accu sing Ziebarth o f accepting 
larg e o u t-o f-state labo r co ntribu tio ns, a charg e Ziebarth 
ackno wledg ed, bu t defended by co mparing it to o u t-o f-state co n­ 
tribu tio ns fro m the Repu blican party and fro m M artin’s 19 72 war 
chest. 
In the end, Ziebarth lo st by less than 1,000 v o tes and appealed 
the lo ss in U.S. District Co u rt in Linco ln. 
Demo crats were less fo rtu nate in the o ther two co ng ressio nal 
races, lo sing handily to incu mbent Repu blicans in the 1st and 2nd 
districts. 
The Demo crats fared no better in statewide electio ns, lo sing 


all bu t the g o v erno rship to Repu blicans. One o f the v anqu ished 
was fo rm er Demo cratic Go v . Frank B. Mo rriso n, no w Do u g las 
Co u nty pu blic defender. He lo st co nv incing ly to Repu blican Pau l 
Do u g las in the race fo r atto rney g eneral. 
The chang eable Terry Carpenter was in the news ag ain in 
19 74, as in many past y ears. Bu t the po litical career o f the du rable 
Sco ttsblu ff mav erick fell o n hard times in 19 74. 
He failed in an effo rt to g ain the Demo cratic no minatio n fo r 
lieu tenant g o v erno r in the May primary and anno u nced o n elec­ 
tio n nig ht that he was resig ning fro m the Leg islatu re and retiring 
fro m po litics. The retirem ent didn’t last lo ng and Nebraska 
newsmen v o ted his sto ry as nu mber sev en in 19 74. 
Carpenter u nderto o k a write-in campaig n to win back his 48 th 
Leg islativ e District seat, say ing he had been co nv inced to do so by 
a nu m ber o f su ppo rters in Sco ttsblu ff. W hatev er the reaso n, 
Carpenter almo st pu lled o ff the impo ssible — a v icto ry in a write- 
in campaig n. 
He was three v o tes ahead, as the ballo ting ended; ho wev er, a 
reco u nt, perso nally su perv ised by Secretary o f State Allen Beer- 
mann, dro pped Carpenter behind William Nicho l. Carpenter im­ 
mediately appealed to Sco tts Blu ff Co u nty District Co u rt and lo st. 
He then filed an appeal directly with the Leg islatu re. 
Carpenter said he’d be back. Whether he will o r no t depended 
o n a decisio n o f the Leg islatu re. 
It was a y ear witho u t precedent natio nally , a y ear which 
bro u g ht the first resig natio n o f an incu mbent United States presi­ 
dent.

o f Ju ne 6. 
The Elza Carr sho o to u t in Omaha was v o ted the nu m ber nine 
sto ry in Nebraska in 19 74. 
Carr, 33, held a massiv e co nting ent o f po lice o fficers at bay 
fo r mo re than fo u r ho u rs, as tear g as cannisters were almo st co n­ 
tinu ally lo bbed into his refu g e. Carr finally emerg ed so m etime 
after 2 a.m. and died in a fu sillade fro m po lice g u ns. 
Po lice Chief Richard Andersen and May o r Edward Zo rinsky 
perso nally su perv ised the po lice effo rt and were reso u nding ly 
criticized by a nu mber o f Omaha g ro u ps fo r either being to o harsh 
o r acting with to o little reso lv e. 
Patro lman Pau l Nields died as he mo v ed thro u g h the fro nt 
do o r o f the ro o ming ho u se, co nfro nting g u nfire by Carr. Andersen 
later said Nields had acted witho u t pro per au tho rity in mo v ing 
into the bu ilding .

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Report Says Ford ^Contributed' To Problem 


WASHINGTON (AP)~ A U.S. 


Civil Rights Commission staff 
report on the Boston school 
busing controversy asserts the 
situation may mark "a critical 
turning point in American racial 
history." It adds that President 
Ford has "contributed to the 
problem." 


The report, described as 


"preliminary staff research for 
decision making purposes" and 
dated Nov. 27, criticizes 
Massachusetts and Boston of- 
ficials, calling them ineffective 
and unable to deal with the' 
situation. 


Ford's decision not to send 


federal troops into the city when 
violence erupted was "wise", 
the report said, but suggested 
the decision delayed restoring 
order to the city. It added that 
Ford should not "jawbone" by 
summoning "key actors to 
Washington to reinforce his com- 
mitment ..." 


"More dramatic and thus 


more effective would be a 
presidential visit to Boston" to 


meet the officials involved, it 
added. 


The court-ordered desegrega- 


tion plan, which the commission 
staff strongly endorsed and 
which prompted the racial dis- 
orders, "is being imposed 
without any effective planning 
or preparation of students, 
teachers, administrators, 
parents or the community for 
peaceful integration," it said. 


"There is not now, nor has 


there been, any effective, strong, 
consistently pro-integration 
leadership," concludes the inter- 
nal document, a copy of which 
was obtained by The Associated 
Press. 


A commission spokesman said 


the commissioners have been 
presented with the 54-page 
report but have taken no action 
on it. 


John Kerrigan, chairman of 


the Boston School Committee, 
said , "I think what's ruined this 
country is civil rights com- 
missions. They ignore complete- 
ly the rights of parents who are 
concerned about the safety of 


their children, and concentrate 
only on desegregating 'the core 
cities of this country." 


Kerrigan has been a frequent 


and outspoken critic of busing, 
as has Boston City Councilor 
Louise Day Hicks. She said, "It 
is obvious to me that the com- 
pilers of this report spent far too 
little time analyzing the facts of 
Boston's unique situation and as 
a consequence the report in- 
dicates a lack of depth and 
perception." 


iviucn of the document is 


background to the controversy in 
the city it describes as one where 
"ethnicity has great tenacity," 
where blacks are poorly 
organized and whites are "well- 
organized... towards destructive 
or anti-social ends." 


"The Boston controversy has 


exploded the thin veneer of 


"civilization to prominently 
claimed for this 'liberal' city and 
has laid bare the double stan- 
dard which exists in desegrega- 
tion policy," the report's uniden- 
tified authors wrote. 


The paper warns that the 


"potential for street violence 
must not be underestimated." 


In a section on "implications 


for future action," it says all 
government officials involved 
and the citizens and businesses 
of Boston "must invest signifi- 
cant time, human resources and 
money in remedial actions." 


The objectives of those ac- 


tions, the report continued, must 
be to restore peace and respect 
for law and order and to devise 
interim plans "to remedy 
weaknesses in the current 
desegregation plan, in public 
school administration, in teacher 


training and discipline and in 
school curriculum." 


It said further objectives must 


include actions: 


— "To overcome the absence 


of effective preintegration plan- 
ning and to provide sound plan- 
ning for the next, more com- 
plicated phase ... next fall. 


— "To provide effective and 


strong prointegration leadership 
and to reduce the impact and 
effectiveness of organized anti- 
integration forces. 


— "To counteract the causes 


of racial, ethnic and 
neighborhood polarization, and 
to reduce the impact of this 
polarization on the desegrega- 
tion process." 


It suggests, to further those 


goals, that U.S. District Judge 
W. Arthur Garrity "might issue 


orders enjoining organized 
resistance" to desegregation. 


Even lacking that, "well- 


publicized investigations of 
possible illegal 
conspiracies 


should be commenced ... as 
well as probes of the probability 
of underground violence by both 
black and white hate groups. 
The federal law enforcement 
presence should be increased." 


It said further that, "under no 


circumstances, should (Supt. 
William Leary and black 
associate Supt. 
Charles 


Leftwich) be-replaced by anti- 
integration administrators." The 
terms of both expire in April. 


Also, "some action is needed 


to strengthen the vacillating' 
public officials, to move them to 
affirmative postures and to 
neutralize those openly op- 
posed," it said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Congressional investigators in- 
tend to proceed with the probe 
of an alleged conflict of interest 
case in the Civil Service Com- 
mission, despite that agency's 
assertion that the charges are 
malicious and unfounded. 


A spokesman for the General 


Accounting Office said Tuesday 
that the watchdog agency would 
conduct an inquiry into the 
relationship of John D. R. Cole, 
director of the Civil Service 
Commission's personnel bureau, 
and his former employer, a 
management consultant firm 
which has won exclusive CSC 
contracts worth $33,750 over the 
past two years. 


In requesting the probe, Rep. 


John Moss, D-Calif., a senior 
member of the House govern- 
ment operations committee, said 
the consulting firm, Kepner- 
Tregoe Corp., Inc., of Princeton, 
N.J., appeared to have "a un- 
ique entry and relationship 
with" the commission. 


A number of CSC executives 


were reported to have com- 
plained about being forced to 
take management study courses 
offered 
by Kepner-Tregoe, 


risking career advancement 
problems if they refused. 


Moss also asked for clarifica- 


tion of the status of Douglas Jor- 
dan, employed by Kepner- 
Tregoe and by the commission 
as a ?125-a-day consultant ad- 
ministering the study courses.

Fertilizer remained in short supply fuel 
prices were, in many instances, twice those of 1973, prices-of 
other essential products had doubled and tripled and the vastly in- 
creased prices of agricultural produce seemed an ironic twist of 
fate.

A close second in the AP poll was a gubernatorial campaign 


featunng-allegations of political favoritism in award of state con- 
tracts, a run at the top spot by a maverick state senator who 
gained a spot on the ballot through a petition.effort, a lackluster 
campaign by a Republican in a Republican state, and finally, the 
re-election of a popular Democratic governor who swept his 
chosed running mate into office on his coattails. 


State $en. Richard Marvel,'a studious political science 


professor from Nebraska Wesleyan University in Lincoln never 
seemed able to rally the Republican faithful behind his candidacy 
against seemingly invincible J. J. Exon. He complained openly of 
less than adequate financing and even speculated at one point in 
the closing days of the obviously doomed campaign about drop- 
ping out of the contest. 


Exon Strategy Works 


Meanwhile, Gov. J. J. Exon endorsed Hastings attorney 


Gerald Whelan as his running mate before the primary election in 
a move interpreted by many political observers as an attempt to 
ensure that a free spirit named Terry Carpenter would not occupy 
the second highest state office. Whatever the reason, Exon's ef- 
fort met with success, both in the primary and general election, as 
he swept to an impressive victory and Whelan managed to squeak 
by in the primary. 


Omaha State Sen. Ernest Chambers didn't have substantial 


success at the polls, but his polished wit was active as ever after 
finishing a poor third behind Exon and Marvel. 


"This proves that politically I am no Muhammed Ali," he 


observed, adding that "sometimes the people at large, voting 
blindly in their uninformed ignorance, will be led out of the 


, wilderness and into the swamp." 


It was that kind of election. 
Confusion seemed the major offshoot of the State Aid to 


Education issue, voted as the number three story of 1974. Respon- 
ding to an AP survey, many voters said they quite simply didn't 
understand the proposal. 


Enacted by the Legislature during the 1974 session, the 


measure would have raised state sales and income tax rates to 
provide more equitable support to school districts throughout the 
state, thus reducing dependence on property taxes to finance 
public education. 


Proponents said the proposal would benefit poorer school 


districts, putting them on a more equal footing with wealthier 
areas without harming the quality of education in affluent school 
districts. 


Voters Shout 'No' 


It also would have cost the taxpayers money, and they said a 


resounding "no" to the issue on election day after a petition drive 
had placed it on the ballot. 


Sen. Ramey Whitney of Chappell, who led the petition driver, 


said the voters had studied the bill and come to the right decision. 


The bill's sponsor, Sen. Jerome Warner of Waverly, dis- 


agreed, blaming the defeat on misleading information. 


Livestock feeders complained loudly during 1974 about 


alleged substantial losses, carrying their campaign all the way to 
the White House. The feeders said they were unable to make 
money despite near record high beef prices in the supermarket. 


The plight of the feeders was voted the number four story of 


the year. 


The feeders said because of rapidly rising feed prices and 


sliding prices for beef on-the-hoof, many were.facing bankruptcy 
and they threatened a number of actions, ranging from mass 
killing of young calves to substantive cuts in production, affecting 
future supplies of beef. They also demanded retaliation against 
nations restricting imports of American beef. 


After plummeting to lows approaching $30 per hun- 


dredweight at the Omaha livestock market in the summer, prices 
rebounded in the late summer and fall and hovered at levels alter- 
nately above and below $40 per hundredweight. , 


The clamor slackened in the fall, but feeders continued to 


• maintain that relief was a necessity if Americans were to continue 
traditional beef consumption at prices affordable to most con- 
sumers. 


Bizarre Double-Murder 


The continuation of a bizarre double-murder case was voted 


the number five story. 


A rural Culbertson couple, Edwin and Wilma Hoyt, were 


slain in September 1973. Parts of their dismembered bodies were 
located in Harry Strunk Reservoir, near Curtis, in October. 


Early this year, Harold Nokes of McCook pleaded guilty to 


the double murder and was sentenced to consecutive life terms. 
His wife, Ena, was sentenced to a five-year term for feloniously 
disposing of dead human bodies in a place other than a regular 
place for burial, and without a death certificate. 


A psychiatrist testified at Nokes' trial that unresolved tension 


existed between the Nokes and the Hoyts. Dr. Louis Martin said 
the stress centered on a relationship between Nokes and the 
Hoyt's daughter, Mrs. Kay Hein of McCook. 


Appeals from both sentences were pending late in the year 


before the Nebraska Supreme Court. 


Special Police To Handle 
Family Spats To Be Urged 


Omaha (UPI)-The police- 


community relations task force 
will recommend that the City of 
Omaha train a special group of 
police officers to handle family 
quarrels.

"The 1974 Elections - Year of the Democrats?" 


It may have been a Democratic year across the nation, but in 


Nebraska Republicans continued to dominate congressional and 
state posts. However, at second glance, the Democratic perfor- 
mance was much above a typical year in staunchly Republican 
Nebraska. In addition to the smashing re-election triumph of Gov. 
J. J. Exon, former State Sen. Wayne Ziebarth gave the GOP more 
than it bargained for in the 3rd District congressional contest, 
almost, upsetting Republican Mrs. Haven Smith. 


3rd District Race Close 


Coming off a difficult primary, Mrs/ Smith confronted a 


vigorous campaign by Ziebarth, who was assisted by Democrats 
sensing the possibility of an infrequent victory in the sprawling 
western Nebraska district. 


Mrs. Smith's campaign was closely tied to retiring 


Republican Congressman Dave Martin. Ziebarth punched away at 
the association, saying Mrs. Smith's campaign was largely 
financed by left-over campaign contributions from Martin's 1972 
race. 


The vocal Martin countered by accusing Ziebarth of accepting 


, large out-of-state labor contributions, a charge Ziebarth 
acknowledged, but defended by comparing it to out-of-state con- 
tributions from the Republican party and from Martin's 1972 war 
chest. 


In the end, Ziebarth lost by less than 1,000 votes and appealed 


the loss in U.S. District Court in Lincoln. 


Democrats were less fortunate in the other two congressional 


races, losing handily to incumbent Republicans in the 1st and 2nd 
districts. . 


• The Pemocrats fared no better in statewide elections, losing 


all but the governorship to Republicans. One of the vanquished 
was former Democratic Gov. Frank B. Morrison, now Douglas 
County public defender. He lost convincingly to Republican Paul 
Douglas in the race for attorney general. 


The changeable Terry Carpenter was in the news again in 


1974, as in many past years. But the political career of the durable 
Scottsbluff maverick fell on hard times in 1974. 


He failed in an effort to gain the Democratic nomination for 


lieutenant governor in the May primary and announced on elec- 
tion night that he was resigning from the Legislature and retiring 
from politics. The retirement didn't last long and Nebraska 
newsmen voted his story as number seven in 1974. 


Carpenter undertook a write-in campaign to win back his 48th 


Legislative District seat, saying he had been convinced to do so by 
a number of supporters in Scottsbluff. Whatever the reason, 
Carpenter almost pulled off the impossible — a victory in-a write- 
in campaign. 


He was three votes ahead, as the balloting ended; however, a 


recount, personally supervised by Secretary of State Allen Beer- 
mann, dropped Carpenter behind William Nichol. Carpenter im- 
mediately appealed to Scotts Bluff County District Court and lost. 
He then filed an appeal directly with the Legislature. 


Carpenter said he'd be back. Whether he will or not depended 


on a decision of the Legislature. 


It was a ysar without precedent nationally-: a year which 


brought the first resignation of an incumbent United States presi- 
dent. 


President Steps Down 


A shattered Richard Nixon told the nation on the night of 


Aug. 8 that he would step down the following day at noon, 
clearing the way for ascension to the presidency of Omaha-born 
Gerald Ford. 


Nebraskans' reaction to that unprecedented series of events 


was voted the number eight story of the year. 


Lightning flashed and rain pelted an old tree-lined street in 


north Omaha on the night of June 5 as a disturbed man lashed out 
at what must have seemed an unfriendly world. 


Before the drama ended in a pool of blood outside a burning 


rooming house, 10 persons were wounded and a 29-year-old police 
officer was dead. And Elza Carr died in the early morning hours 
of June 6. 


The Elza Carr Shootout in Omaha was voted the number nine 


story in Nebraska in 1974. 


Carr, 33, held a massive contingent of police officers at bay 


for more than four hours, as tear gas cannisters were almost con- 
tinually lobbed into his refuge. Carr finally emerged sometime 
after 2 a.m. and died in a fusillade from police guns. 


Police Chief Richard Andersen and Mayor Edward Zorinsky 


personally supervised the police effort and were resoundingly 
criticized by a number of Omaha groups for either being too harsh 
or acting with too little resolve. 


Patrolman Paul Nields died as he moved through the front 


door of the rooming house, confronting gunfire by Carr. Andersen 
later said Nields had acted without proper authority in moving 
into the building. 


Price-Fixing Lawsuit 


The number 10 story of the year was the $1.5 billion price- 


fixing lawsuit filed against two of the nation's largest food store 
chains by State Sens. John DeCamp and Loran Schmit. 


The class action suit charged Safeway Stores and the Great 


Atlantic and Pacific Tea Co. (A&P) with price conspiracy in 
attempting to control beef prices. 


A number of livestock feeders joined in supporting the action, 


but at year's end there had been no result in the suit.

In the aftermath of Water­ 
gate, Richard M. Nixon resign­ 
ed as President of the United 
States and Gerald R. Ford as­ 
sumed the nation’s highest of­ 
fice. Editors and news directors 
of Associated Press member 
newspapers and radio and TV 
stations voted that the top news 
story of 1974. 
The other top stories, in the 
order voted, were: 
(2) the 
economy; (3) the energy crisis; 
(4) Patricia Hearst; (5) Presi­ 
dent Ford’s pardon of former 
President Nixon; (6) the No­ 
vember elections; (7) Kissin­ 
ger’s Middle East missions; (8) 
clemency for war resisters; (9) 
Cyprus, and ( 10) Nelson Rock­ 
efeller’s vice presidential nomi­ 
nation. 
1. “ I hereby resign the office 
of President of the United 
States.” 
In that 11-word note, dated 
Aug. 9, 1974, from Richard M. 
Nixon to Henry A. Kissinger, 
the Secretary of State, a proce­ 
dure prescribed by the Con­ 
stitution, the scandal known as 
Watergate reached its ultimate 
limit. 
What began in the summer of 
1972 as, in the phrase of Nix­ 
on’s press secretary, a “third- 
rate burglary” of the Demo­ 
cratic 
National 
Committee 
headquarters in Washington’s 


Watergate Hotel, ended in the 
first resignation of a President 
m the 198 years of the Ameri­ 
can republic. 
The beginning of the end 
came on July 24 when the Su­ 
preme Court in an 8-0 decision 
ruled that Nixon must turn 
over to Special Prosecutor I-eon 
Jaworski 64 tape-recorded con­ 
versations between the Presi­ 
dent and his top aides. 
During the ensuing five days 
a second, more damaging blow 
was struck at the Nixon presi- 
d e n c y 
when 
the 
House 
Judiciary 
Committee, 
after 
more than 72 hours of televised 
debate, voted to recommend 
that the House impeach the 
President and seek his removal 
from office through a Senate 
trial. 
After seven months of in­ 
quiry, six Republicans on the 
38-member committee joined 
with all 21 Democrats in the 
conclusion that Nixon had com­ 
mitted multiple acts designed 
to obstruct justice in attempt­ 
ing to conceal the origins of the 
Watergate break-in. 
The vote, bipartisan but far 
from unanimous, was based on 
evidence which did not include 
the tape recordings the Su­ 
preme Court had ordered sur­ 
rendered. What was in them? 
Until Aug. 2, when Nixon 
went to his Camp David retreat 


to mull over the impact release 
of the tapes might have, not 
even his lawyer, James St. 
Clair, knew their content. When 
he found out, he and other 
aides advised the President 
that his case was unsalva- 
geable. 
A recorded conversation of 
June 23,1972, six days after the 
Watergate break-in, revealed 
that Nixon and his then chief of 
staff, H.R. Haldeman, agreed 
to order the FBI off the case on 
grounds that agents might acci­ 
dentally turn up some clandes­ 
tine CIA activities. 
The tapes indicated, however, 
that the real reasons for blunt­ 
ing the FBI investigation were 
political. 
The tapes thus contradicted 
in detail the President’s pre­ 
vious statements about his 
knowledge of the break-in and 
cover-up. One by one, his 
staunchest champions in Con­ 
gress announced that their de­ 
fense was at an end. 
Finally, all 11 Republicans on 
the House Judiciary Committee 
who had voted against im­ 
peachment 
said 
they 
had 
changed their minds. Republi­ 
can leaders, summoned to the 
White House for their assess­ 
ment, told Nixon his support in 
the Senate had dwindled to 
“four or five” members and 
not more than 10 in the House. 


And so, on Aug. 8, Richard 
Nixon announced to the nation 
in a televised speech from the 
Oval Office that he would step 
down the following day. His re­ 
marks lasted only 16 minutes.

volvement in the Watergate 
scandal was not. 
At the long-delayed trial of 
six persons accused of con­ 
spiring to cover up the scandal, 
more 
previously-undisclosed 
tape recordings were played for 
the fedeial cooit jur>. One in 
particular seemed even more 
incriminating than the tape 
that triggered the resignation. 
It revealed a Jan. 8, 1973, 
conversation m which Nixon 
proposed a s. heme to t; aid up 
sympathy for one oi' the Water 
gate conspirators, E. Howard 
Hunt, and thus mak<* Hunt s 
eventual pardon 
"a sirnpie 
case.” 
In another cor. ’ere at ion oil 
April 14, 1973, with ms aide 
John Ehrltch.nan, Nixon says 
in reference to the other con­ 
spirators: “ 
. . and before I 
leave office they’ll get off. You 
get them full pardons. That’s 
what they have to have, John.” 
Both the conversations had 
been deleted from tapes pre­ 
viously released by Nixon, with 
the explanation: “material un­ 
related to presidential actions.’

2. It started in January, an 
economic decline that by the 
end of the year would be 
judged a recession. 
But first President Nixon, 
and then President Ford, re­ 
fused to acknowledge the econ­ 
omy was in that bad a shape. 
“ There will be no recession 
in the United States this year,” 
a confident Nixon told Ameri­ 
cans in a televised address last 
summer. 
It was not until November 
that a spokesman for Ford 
reluctantly admitted the coun­ 
try would be moving into a re­ 
cession, the sixth since World 
War II 
Most Americans, however, 
didn’t need government leaders 
to tell them things were bad. 
The evidence was all around 
them. 
Inflation continued virtually 
unchecked during the year, 


with the cost of living rising 
10.6 per cent during the first 10 
months of 1974. The value of 
workers’ wages dropped nearly 
5 per cent. 
Unemployment climbed to 6 
per cent of the labor fofce in 
October, the highest level in 
three years. Treasury Secre­ 
tary William E. Simon said it 
would reach 7 per cent by mid- 
1975 at the latest. 


'Die nation’s Gross National 
Product — the measure of the 
country’s economic strength — 
declined at an annual rate of 7 
per cent in the first quarter, 1.6 
per cent in the second and 2.1 
in the third. The decline was 
expected to continue through 
the first quarter of next year. 
Hardest hit by the economic 
downturn were the housing and 
auto industries. Auto sales in 
November were running 35 per 
cent below a year earher and 


the large automakers had laid 
off 157,000 workers by Thanks­ 
giving. 
The housing industry was in 
its most dramatic slump in 
post-war history, largely be­ 
cause of the record high inter­ 
est rates in the economy which 
put home-buying out of the 
reach oi many Americans. 
In addition, the world econo­ 
my was sorely strained by a 
fourfold increase in world oil 
prices. The U.S. oil bill alone 
for the first 10 months of the 
year was nearly $2.2 billion 
compared with $760 million for 
all of 1973. 
Some nations, especially Italy 
and France, were having diffi­ 
culty raising the money to pay 
for oil and other import needs, 
and the United States proposed 
a new $25-billion international 
financing program linked to 
energy conservation. 


There were fears that oil-pro­ 
ducing nations would use their 
estimated $50-billion 
surplus 
from oil sales to buy up Ameri­ 
can industry, but this had not 
materialized by the end of the 
y e a r . 
Financially-troubled 
Ixickheed Aircraft Corp., how­ 
ever, said it had declined an 
Arab offer to purchase a con­ 
trolling- interest in the com­ 
pany. 


At home, the Dow Jones in­ 
dustrial average on the stock 
market declined precipitously 
from its all-time peak of 1,051 
on Jan 11, 1973 to as low as 584 
on Oct. 4, 1974. 


Representatives of govern­ 
ment, private industry, labor 
and consumer groups met to 
mull over problems of inflation 
at President Ford’s economic 
summit in September.

3. At year’s end, the nation’s 
inventory of gasoline and heat­ 
ing oil was at record levels. 
Tankers docked daily at Ameri­ 
can ports, bringing fuel from 
the Mideast, Africa and Latin 
America. 
The long lines at service sta­ 
tions and the odd-even ratio­ 
ning system of last winter have 
given way to gasoline price 
wars in some areas today. 


D a y l i g h t Saving Time, 
enacted last winter by Congress 
to save energy, is forgotten this 
winter. So is the federal regu­ 
lation to keep thermostats at 
home down to 68 degrees. It’s a 
suggestion now, r.ot a regu­ 
lation. 
And surveys show that the 55 
m.p.h. speed limit on the na­ 
tion’s highways no longer inhib­ 
its drivers as much as it did 
last year. 
But the energy crisis is still a 
crisis: not one of short supply 
but of the cost of petroleum. 
Since the Arab oil embargo, 
which ended last March 18, 
crude oil has gone from less 
than $5 a barrel to more than 


$10. 
The huge price increase is 
draining the wealth of the con­ 


suming nations while enriching 
the oil producing countries. 
Economists at New York’s 
First National City Bank say

Richard Nixon, before his 
resignation, deCiared that the 
nation’s goal was to be “essen­ 
tially independent of foreign 
energy producers” by 1980. 
Nixon wanted petroleum pro­ 
duction and nuclear energy in­ 
creased enough to replace the 
six million barrels a day now 
imported by the United States. 
That’s nearly two-thirds of the 
17 million barrels consumed by 
Americans each day. 


President Ford speaks of vol­ 
untary conservation while oth­ 
ers in Washington say man­ 
datory cutbacks might be nec­ 
essary. Secretary of State Hen­ 
ry Kissinger has spent weeks 
trying to persuade the oil-pro­ 
ducing countries, chiefly the 
Arabs, to reduce their prices.

Democrats parlayed Re­ 
publican scandals and gnawing 
inflation into a landslide of off- 
^ear election victories in No­ 
vember. 


Governorships of New York, 
Massachusetts,Connecticut and 
California went from Republi­ 
can to Democrat while the 
Democratic margin in both 
branches of the 94th Congress 
increased. 


President Ford, who barn­ 


stormed the country for Re­ 
publican candidates and warn­ 
ed against electing big-spending 
Democrats, said the party that 
loses often comes back. He said 
the economy was the dominant 
issue in the elections, but oth­ 
ers claimed it was Watergate 
and most politicians said both 
figured. 
Democratic Party Chairman 
Robert Strauss said the 1974 
campaign demonstrated the re­ 
building of the old Democratic 


coalition which served party 
and nation well and offered a 
great opportunity. 


Rep. Charles W. Sandman 
Jr., a member of the House 
Judiciary Committee who had 


defended former President Nix­ 
on during impeachment hear­ 
ings, was defeated in New Jer­ 
sey. “ I didn’t think Watergate 
would carry this far, but it has, 
and there is nothing I can do 
about it,” he said.

Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger’s skillful, untiring 
diplomatic efforts to

about a Middle Fast peace 
agreement won praise both for­ 
eign and domestic during 1974. 


Kissinger spent 32 days in 
shuttle diplomacy during April 
and May traveling between Je­ 
rusalem and Damascus almost

President Makarios, the 


Greek Orthodox cleric who had 
been in office since 1960, fled 
the island. 


Five days later Turkish 


forces invaded. While planes 


bombed Nicosia airport, the 
Turks pushed inland. Greece 
mobilized. Americans appealed 
for a cease-fire. Soviet troops 
went on alert. The Greek gov- 
ernment crumbled, humiliated 
by exposure of military weak- 
ness. Sampson stepped down, to 
be succeeded by the head of the 
House of Representatives. A 
Cyprus conference began in 
Geneva and broke down in a 
few weeks. 


Greeks, Turks, Americans, 


all were far from happy with 
the backwash. Greece, angered 
by American failure to deter 
the Turks, withdrew from the 
NATO military structure. Tur- 
key was angered by a U.S. 
House of Representatives' vote 
to cut military aid in the ab- 
sence of progress toward a set- 
tlement.

10. Nelson A. Rockefeller, a

governor of New York, long re- 
garded as the Republican par- 
ty's ranking liberal.

The Sooners are led by 6-9 junior center Alvan 
Adams, who has been the Big Eight’s dominant per­ 
former the last two yars. Adams is averaging 26.2 
points-per-game and 13 rebounds-per-game, both team 
highs that rank him among the league’s top three in 
each category. 


Bob Pritchard, a 6-7 forward, is second in OU 
scoring after hitting 28 points in the Wichita State 
game. He’s hitting 14.5-points-per-game. 


Even with those two standouts, Oklahoma coach 
Joe Ramsey is still concerned about Cipriano’s 
Huskers.

When he took over the New York Titans, now the Jets, in 
1960, he didn’t even have a formal playbook. 


Bart Starr had made a mistake. And it was comforting. His 
image is that of polished perfection. Quarterback of five Green 
Bary Packer championship teams. 
Disciple of Vince Lombardi, the Packers canonized coach. 
The “yes, sir" and “ no sir” military manners befitting the son of 
a career Air Force Master Sergeant. Community and charity in­ 
volvements. 


Tom Fears, once a wide receiver, and Jack Christiansen, 


once a defensive back, were dismissed by the New Orleans 
Saints and the San Francisco 49ers, respectively. 


And four Hall of Fame quarterbacks have been disasters as 
coaches — Norm Van Brocklin. Otto Graham, Bob Waterfield 
and Sammy Baugh. 
V$n Brocklin, let go by the Atlanta Falcons last month, 
never related to today’s mod players. 


And now Bart Starr, almost the perfect quarterback, will try 
to succeed where those other quarterbacks failed. 
“One thing I’ve got in my favor,” he says, “ is that I never 
had the natural ability that the others did.” 


Because of their innate talent, Van Brocklin, Graham, 


Waterfield and Baugh were immediately successes as quarter­ 
backs but impatient as coaches. Starr, in contrast, had to 
struggle.

One of the nation’s top 10 male recipients because of his 
popularity, according to a U.S. Postal Service survey this year. 
But now, as the new coach and general manager of the Packers, 
he might have made another mistake. 
He's aware of it. He’s aware that most Hall of Fame 
players, as he will be when he’s eligible in 1976. have not been 
winning NFL coaches, especially Hall of Fame quarterbacks. 


Van Brocklin, a fiery competitior with the Philadelphia 
Eagles and the Los Angeles Rams, also had several personality 
clashes, notably with Fran Tarkenton when both were with the 
Vikings during that team’s formative season. 


As the Packers’ 17th round draft choice in 1956, he played 
behind Tobin Rote as a rookie; then when Rote was traded he 
was challenged by Vito (Babe) Parilli and Joe Francis for two 
seasons. 
And when Lombardi took over in 1959, the new coach quick­ 
ly acquired Lamar McHan as his starter. But late that season, 
McHan was injured. Starr got his chance and made the most of 
it. 


Six other Packers of that era have emerged as assistant 
coaches for various NFL teams - Dave Hanner (who will be 
Starr’s defensive coordinator), Willie Wood, Forest Greg, Boyd 
Dowler, Zeke Bratkowski and Jim Ringo. 


Starr was an assistant coach with the Packers under Dan 


Devine in 1972 when the team qualified for the playoffs. Now 
he’s succeeding Devine, who departed to Notre Dame. 


“ I want to restore the respect and tradition that the Packers 
once had, ’’ Starr says. "One of the first things I did was call Mrs. 
Lombardi and tell her I was taking the job. ’’ 
Vince Lombardi probably stopped watching his gamefilms 
in the sky to monitor that phone call. Perhaps he thought of the 
time after the 1962 season when Bart Starr suddenly appeared in 
his office. 


After two NFL championships, the quarterback was dis­ 
satisfied with a salary offer. “ Coach,” he said, “ a couple years 
ago I’d have signed just about anything you gave me. 


Graham, for all his brilliance as a passer with the Cleveland 
Browns, never motivated the Washington Redskins when he was 
their coach. Waterfield. an acknowledged leader of the Rams as 
a quarterback, was considered a figurehead as their coach. 


Not that Lombardi was convinced. The coach coveted Don 


Meredith, but could not persuade the Dallas Cowboys to trade 
him. But quietly, Starr guided the Packers to the NFC title in 
1961, 1962, 1965, 1966 and 1967, plus victories in Super Bowl I 
and II. 


“ I considered that,” he says, “ but I hope to put that aside 
along with the theory that black quarterbacks couldn’t make it.” 
Baugh, the symbol of the Redskins as a passer, had no un­ 
derstanding of the sophisticated organization now required of a 


During those years he was often overshadowed by several 
other Packers, notably Paul Hornung. Jim Taylor, Jerry 
Kramer, Ray Nitschke and Willie Davis, but none of the others 
has gravitated to coaching. 


“ But now you’ve taught me to be more aggressive and self- 
assertive and you’ve given me more confidence. And this,” he 
continued, naming a higher salary, "is what I want this season. ” 


“ Like Frankenstein.’’ said Lombardi, smiling, “I’ve created 
a monster.” 
Vince Lombardi didn't realize it at the time, but he also was 
creating a coach who will attempt to restore the tradition that 
Lombardi created and a coach who might destroy the theory 
that a Hall of Fame quarterback can't be a successful NFL 
<coach — if the theory doesn't destroy him first.

Muhammad decreed loudly he 
was looking upon George 
Foreman “ as a Belgian” a 
propitious remark in what was 
once the Belgian Congo and the 
people cheered merrily, making 
him go on.

“ It is a freedom fight,” he 
shouted. “ I dedicate it to all my 
black brothers fighting for in­ 
dependence.” 
He informed the black men 
before him how much preferable 
their country was to his own He.

Lie Detector Test Use

New York — Many college 


coaches and athletic directors do 
not trust opponents as far as 
they can throw a football 
stadium. 


This became obvious when the 


nine universities of the 
Southwest Conference voted un- 
animously, Dec. 14, to use lie 
detector tests for investigations 
of recruiting violations and other 
infractions of conference 
regulations. 


Coaches, athletes, university 


officials and financial backers 
will be asked to take the tests if 
it is felt they could supply useful 
information. 


Neils Thompson, president of 


the Southwest Conference, said 
that if an athlete refused to take 
a test he could be forbidden to 
compete. 


.Wiles Hallock, commissioner 


of the Pacific 8 Conference, said, 
"I was surprised they did this. 


Our group is based on mutual 


trust and although, like all 
human relations, there's ?not 
perfection, we operate that 
way." 


Hallock said, "I am relieved 


that I don't have the authority to 
call on such a device. Maybe 
they'll use it as a threat 
deterrent, sort of like the atom 
bomb."

director of Yale in the Ivy 
League, said, "it's a sorry com-

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Starr Tries To Break Tradition As Coach,General Manager

New York — As a TV analyst Sunday in Los Angeles at the 


National Football League playoff game there, Bart Starr was 
disecting a replay when he suddenly confessed: 


"Sorry, folks, I was looking at the wrong monitor." 


Bart Starr had made a mistake. And it was comforting. His 


image is that of polished perfection. Quarterback of five Green 
Bary Packer championship teams. 


Disciple of Vince Lombardi, the Packers canonized coach. 


The "yes, sir'1 and "no sir" military manners befitting the son of 
a career Air Force Master Sergeant. Community and charity in- 
volvements. 


Prosperous automobile dealer. The handsome face on 24 


national commercials and endorsements, and five sports ad- 
visory panels. Inspirational speaker to business, educational and 
sports groups. 


One of the nation's top 10 male recipients because of his 


popularity, according to a U.S. Postal Service survey this year. 
But now, as the new coach and general manager of the Packers, 
he might have made another mistake. 


He's aware of it. He's aware that most Hall of Fame 


players, as he will be when he's eligible in 1976, have not been 
winning NFL coaches, especially Hall of Fame quarterbacks. 


"I considered that," he says, "but I hope to put that aside 


along with the theory that black quarterbacks couldn't make it." 


Of the recent coaches who were Hall of Fame, players, Joe 


Schmidt of the Detroit Lions, once their feared middle 
linebacker, was the most successful. 


But despite a 43-34-7 won-lost-tied record during his six 


season, the Lions never won a divisional title and he was dis- 
charged two years ago. 


Tom Fears, once a wide receiver, and Jack Christiansen, 


once a defensive back, were dismissed by the New Orleans 
Saints and the San Francisco 49ers, respectively. 


And four Hall of Fame quarterbacks have been disasters as 


coaches - Norm Van Brocklin, Otto Graham, Bob Waterfield 
and Sammy Baugh, 


Vp Brocklin, let go by the Atlanta Falcons last month, 


never related to today's mod players. 


"If you want to wear bellbottoms," he once told the 


Falcons, "then join the Navy." 


Van Brocklin, a fiery competitior with the Philadelphia 


Eagles and the Los Angeles Rams, also had several personality 
clashes, notably with Fran Tarkenton when both were with the 
Vikings during that team's formative season. 


Graham, for all his brilliance as a passer with the Cleveland 


Browns, never motivated the Washington Redskins when he was 
their coach. Waterfield, an acknowledged leader of the Rams as 
a quarterback, was considered a figurehead as their coach. 


Baugh, the symbol of the Redskins as a passer, had no un- 


derstanding of the sophisticated organization now required of a 


coach. When he took over the New York Titans, now the Jets, in 
1960, he didn't even have a formal playbook. 


And now Bart Starr, almost the perfect quarterback, will try 


to succeed where those other quarterbacks failed. 


"One thing I've got in my favor," he says, "is that I never 


had the natural ability that the others did." 


Because of their innate talent, Van Brocklin, Graham, 


Waterfield and Baugh were immediately successes as quarter- 
backs but impatient as coaches. Starr, in contrast, had to 
struggle. 


As the Packers' 17th round draft choice in 1956, he played 


behind Tobin Rote as a rookie; then when Rote was traded he 
was challenged by Vito (Babe) Parilli and Joe Francis for two 
seasons. 


And when Lombardi took over in 1959, the new coach quick- 


ly acquired Lamar McHan as his starter. But late that season, 
McHan was injured. Starr got his chance and made the most of 
it. 


Not that Lombardi was convinced. The coach coveted Don 


Meredith, but could not persuade the Dallas Cowboys to trade 
him. But quietly, Starr guided the Packers to the NFC title in 
1961, 1962, 1965, 1966 and 1967, plus victories in Super Bowl I 
and II. 


During those years he was often overshadowed by several 


other Packers, notably Paul Hornung, Jim Taylor, Jerry 
Kramer, Ray Nitschke and Willie Davis, but none of the others 
has. gravitated to coaching. 


Six other Packers of that era have emerged as assistant 


coaches for various NFL teams — Dave Hanner (who will be 
Starr's defensive coordinator), Willie Wood, Forest Greg, Boyd 
Dowler, Zeke Bratkowski and Jim Ringo. 


Starr was an assistant coach with the Packers under Dan,, 


Devine in 1972 when the team qualified for the playoffs. Now... 
he's succeeding Devine, who departed to Notre Dame. 


"I want to restore the respect and tradition that the Packers "-• 


once had," Starr says. "One of the first things I did was call Mrs." 
Lombardi and tell her I was taking the job." 


Vince Lombardi probably stopped watching his gamefilms 


in the sky to monitor that phone call. Perhaps he thought of thet •_ 
time after the 1962 season when Bart Starr suddenly appeared in,« 
his office.

After two NFL championships, the quarterback was dis-"' 


satisfied with a salary offer. "Coach," he said, "a couple years • 
ago I'd have signed just about anything you gave me. 


"But now you've taught me to be more aggressive and self-'' 


assertive and you've given me more confidence. And this," he'7; 
continued, naming a higher salary, "is what I want this season?" • • 


"Like Frankenstein," said Lombardi, smiling, "I've created 


a monster."

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Talks May Lead To Energy Policy

Washington — Senior 
presidential advisers will fly to 
Colorado Thursday for several 
days of talks with President 
Ford that are expected to lead to 
basic policy decisions about the 
economy and energy. 
Ford personally directed his 
Energy Resources Council on 
Dec. 19 not to discuss policy with 
reporters. Nevertheless, the 
following information about the 
secret 
White 
House 
deliberations has become 
known. 
— Despite his repeated 
expressions of dislike. Ford con­ 
tinues to entertain proposals for 
a higher gasoline tax as a way to 
discourage driving and help 
move the country toward Ford’s 
own target of a cut in oil imports 
of one million barrels a day by 
late 1975. 
The cut would be from the 
"normal” level of imports in the 
fourth quarter of 1975. It is es­ 
timated at 6.8 million barrels a 
day. 
At least some energy planners 


privately doubt that the goal will 
be achieved If Ford comes to 
share that skepticism, he can be 
expected to stress not fulfillment 
of the goal to the very last 
barrel, but taking actions that 
move the country in the right 
direction — toward importing a 
little less oil in 1975 and a lot less 
oil by the 1980-85 period. 
—Ford has been unable to in­ 
sist on shelving the gasoline tax 
proposal because it fits too neat­ 
ly with the advice he is getting 
from many quarters to ask 
Congress for a general income 
tax reduction to reverse the 
recession. The gasoline tax 
would raise the revenues that 
would keep the income tax cut 
from adding an unacceptably 
large margin to the budget 
deficit. A big budget deficit 
tends to drive up interest rates, 
choking off house-building and 
investment. 
—The so-called double­ 
whammy approach, combining a 
quota on crude oil imports with 
reactivation of the petroleum 
allocation mechanism for dis­ 
tribution of available supplies, is

—Coupon rationing of gasoline 
is out, even though officials 
recognize that many citizens 
regard it as “fair.” “Politically, 
that’s the easiest thing to do,” 
one planner said. “Substantive­ 
ly, the tax approach will work 
better. The trouble is that 
whatever you do, none of these 
systems is perfectly equitable. 
Somebody always gets hurt.” 


—Ford is expected to 
challenge the Democratic 
Congress to work with him 
cooperatively and quickly to 
cope with the economic and 
energy problems. He has dis­ 
cussed with advisers the 
possibility of going over 
Congress’s head, making a 
special energy broadcast to the 
American people, sometime 
after his State of the Union 
message to Congress, which is 
tenatively set for Jan. 20. 
—Ford is expected to depict 
the energy policy now being 
drafted as unprecedented in its 
breadth and completeness. 
“This isra big, big program, the 
first time in our history,” one 
adviser said. The White House is 
aware that despite two energy 
policy messages by former Presi­ 
dent Richard M. Nixon, whose 
main themes Ford endorsed in 
October, the administration con­ 
tinues to be criticized for 


allegedly not having an energy 
policy. 
—There will be many facets to 
the program Ford touched on 
several times in October, in­ 
cluding gradual decontrol of 
crude oil prices and con­ 
gressional permission to start 
commercial production from 
Naval Petroleum Reserve No. 1 
at Elk Hills, Calif, to win that 
permission will require the 
White House to engage in a 
bruising battle with senior 
Democrats on the House Armed 
Services Committee, and it is not 
yet clear that Ford has made the 
requisite political decision. 
Flying to Colorado for talks 
with Ford will be Interior 
Secretary Rogers C. B. Morton; 
Treasury Secretary William E. 
Simon; Alan Greenspan, chair­ 
man of the Council of Economic 
Advisers; Frank G. Zarb, the 
federal energy administrator; L. 
W illiam 
Seidman, 
the 
President’s economic coor­ 
dinator, and lower-ranking of­ 
ficials. 


Energy officials planned to 
spend at least part of this holiday 
wnting issue papers to present 
to the President in Vail. It was 
believed that among the issues 
Ford wants more analysis on are 
the effect of a higher gasoline 
tax on different people and of 
the effect a higher cost of gas­ 
oline would have on consump­ 
tion and on imports of crude oil.

New York — "Each team is 


permitted 11 men on the field at 
the same time," the National 
Football League rule book says. 
Tell that to the Oakland Raiders 
and Minnesota Vikings. 


Those two teams won't 


exactly be cheating in their 
respective conference cham- 
pionship games against 
Pittsburgh and Los Angeles Sun- 
day, but they most likely will at 
times have more than 11 men on 
the field. 


In one of the season's less 


heralded gimmicks, the Raiders 
and the Vikings occasionally 
have huddled defensively with 13 
or 14 players, sending off the 
extra men only after the offen- 
sive team has called its play and 
broken out of its huddle. 


The intention is deception and 


delay: Disguise the defensive 


alignment as long as possible by 
having an extra lineman or 
linebacker or back on the field. 


The only restriction is that a 


player who comes off the bench 
and enters the huddle must stay 
in the game for at least one play. 


Theoretically, the strategy 


gives the offensive team less 
time to react to the defensive 
alignment 


"But we're ready for it," Dick 


Hoak, Pittsburgh's offensive 
coach, said by telephone. "I 
think it would be tough to face if 
you weren't ready for it, but 
we're prepared. 


"The quarterback can call a 


play in the huddle and then 
change it at the line or he 
doesn't even have to call a play 
in the huddle, but call it at the 
line after the extra players leave 
the field." 


When the Raiders employ the 


strategy, which hasn't been 
declared illegaly, they may in- 
clude Tony Clme, who can play 
end or linebacker, Monte John- 
son, a linebacker and former 
Husker standout and Jimmy 
Warren, a back, in the defensive 
huddle with 11 regular players • 


Out of that group, they then 


could play the routine defense of 
four linemen, three linebackers 
and four backs or any of their 
variations — 3-4-4- (extra 
linebacker), 3-3-5 (extra back) or 
5-24 (extra lineman) 


The Vikings, who will host Los 


Angeles in the National 
Conference title game, employ 
Bob Lurtsema, a lineman, and 
Terry Brown and Randy Poltl, 
backs, as their visitors in the 
huddle. 


Aside from their regular 4-3-4 


alignment, the Vikings might use 
five linemen, one linebacker and 


five backs, five linemen and six 
backs of a 3-3-5 set-up 


Although the St. Louis Car- 


dinals, whom the Vikings beat in 
a playoff game last Saturday, 
professed not to have been con- 
fused by the gimmic, there was 
one play that fooled many peo- 


• pie 


On a third down situation in 


the first quarter, Lurtsema 
sacked Jim Hart, the quarter- 
back, forcing a punt, and it was 
generally believed Lurtsema had 
been a fifth lineman. 


However, it turned out that he 


had stayed in the game as one of 
four linemen while Jim 
Marshall, the regular right end, 
had emerged from the 14-man 
huddle and gone to the bench 


But even Bud Grant, the 


Minnesota coach, conceded the 
enlarged huddle is only a gim- 
mick 


"It might change the style of 


an opponent's play," he said, 
"but it won't revolutionize foot- 
ball " And, he added, "I think 
the league probably will legislate 
against it At least it will be 
looked at" 


Hoak of the Steelers hopes so 


"it's tough enough for a'n offense 
with 11 men on the field," he 
said.

Discontent Rising O ve r Omaha' s Mall Plans 


Omaha (UPI) - The city of 
Omaha has committed itseif to 
constructing a $15.5 million 
downtown mall, but a major 
public relations effort is needed 
to soothe rising discontent 
among neighborhood groups 
which contend their priority 
projects may be shoved under 
the rug 


At sta ke is so me $21 millio n 
the city ho pes to receiv e 
within 
the nex t fiv e y ea rs in specia l 
federa l rev enue-sha ring co m­ 
munity dev elo pment funds. 
Altho ug h the city ha s y et to a pp­ 
ly fo r them fo rma lly , o ne o f the 
requirements is g a ining citizen 
input, a nd eig ht secto r ta sk 
fo rces ha v e been fo rmed to 
determine prio rity pro jects. 


Although Mayor Edward 
Zorinsky, City Planner Alden 
Aust and officials of the River­ 
front Development Committee, 
which is coordinating the mall 
project, have said the communi­ 
ty projects won’t be sacrificed, 
some community leaders frankly 
don’t believe it. 
And one key City Hall ad­ 
ministrator involved in the mall 
project said he believes the 
citizen groups have been 
“ misled as to their importance.” 
“ There are definitely a lot of 
unanswered questions that will 
have to be answered,” Zorinsky 
said. “ There is a general 
credibility gap with this mall 
project. The Riverfront people 
are going to have to go out to the 
rank and file and sell this project 
to them.” 


$6 
Millio n Used 
To date, the mall project has 
used up $6 million, with the city 
coughing up $3 million to match 
a $3 million U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop­ 
ment general revenue-sharing 
grant, but that particular 
program has since been discon­ 
tinued 


Zorinsky said he will “ remain 
firm” on his pledge that not 
more than one-third of the 
hoped-for federal funds will be 
used for the mall. Aust predicts 
that no more than 20% will be 
needed. 


“I am firmly opposed to taking 
tax 
dollars 
from 
one 
geographical area and placing 
them into another without giving 
anything in return,” Zorinsky 
said, “and that is what we would 
be doing if we ignored the 
recommendations of these 
citizen groups, which I can 
assure you won’t happen 


“ But the fact remains that 
some of these people have heard 
or even read about the mall 
simply is without substance,” 
the mayor continued. “ If we ig­ 
nored the recommendations of 
the task forces, we would be 
placing ourselves in a position 
we sometimes feel the federal 
government places us in. 
“And that is, we have people 


in Washington making decisions 
about Omaha that they don’t 
know anything about. City 
government has to be more 
responsive to the people.” 


Nev ertheless, the ta sk fo rce 
repo rts must be rev iewed by the 
a ppro pria te city depa rtments in­ 
v o lv ed, a nd o nce the federa l 
funds a re receiv ed, a no ther 
series o f public hea ring s must be 
held befo re the city co uncil 
a llo ca tes their distributio n. 


Former Mayor Eugene Leahy, 
who orginiated the riverfront 
concept, which now has 
developed into a massive 
program spanning the Missouri 
River from Blair to Bellevue, 
argues that the mall is necessary 
to “ begin the cure for the cancer 
of our downtown business dis­ 
trict.” 
“This cancer has spread out­ 
ward into the city,” Leahy said, 
“and the cure is to begin in 
downtown Omaha first. 


Co mmunica tio ns Ga p 
Leahy, now president of the 
Riverfront Communities 
Development 
Foundation, 
which is responsible for bringing 
private investments and federal 
money into the Riverfront 
Project, agrees there is a com­ 
munications problem. 


“ But I don’t think a com­ 
munications gap is unique only 
with Riverfront,” Leahy said. 
“ We have communications gaps 
in the home, for that matter. 


“The greatest achievement of 
these citizens groups will be to 
get them involved, and thus they 
will hopefully understand what 
the riverfront and mall concepts 
are all about. 
“ And what we need from 
those federal funds is peanuts to 
what we can eventually bring 
into downtown Omaha,” Leahy 
added. “ We have a potential 
private investment of $500 
million-plus if the project is 
completed. That means jobs in 
the thousands. Everybody will 
benefit, not just one or two 
neighborhoods.” 


Citizen task force recommen­ 
dations from the inner city focus 
on improved housing. The down­ 
town Omaha business task force 
has recommended beautification 
of the old market area, along 
with continued business 
development. 


The North Omaha Commer­ 
cial Club of Far North Omaha 
mentioned several projects of 
historical significance, including 
the preservation of Ft. Omaha, 
to the North Loup area citizens 
group. 
When asked why his group 
didn’t recommend a facelifting 
for the Florence business dis­ 
trict, Richard E. Collins, 
Commercial Club president, 
said: “ We didn't think that was 
eligible under the fundme,” 


Dick Brown, one of the citizen

task foree'eoordinators from the 
city’s housing and urban 
development department, said 
he didn’t know about the 
business-refurbishing aspect of 
the federal program either. 
“ Had we thought it was covered 
under the grant,” Collins said, 
“we sure as hell would have put 
it in.” 


Brown notes that Nebraska 
has a “ very strict constitution. 
There is some question that 
when we once receive the 
money, does it become state or 
local funds or does it remain 
federal money? Research is un­ 
der way now to resolve this, and 
the result could have an impact 
on just how the money is spent.” 


Frustration Felt 
Collins said his committee met 
in an atmosphere of frustration, 
since “ most of the people 
thought this money was already 
spent for the mall. I think Gene 
Leahy has done a good job. But 
the fact remains, we don’t need 
to put this money into the down­ 
town area. We need more out­ 
lying shopping areas and 
facilities closer to our people.” 


However, City Planner Aust 
says, the “economic costs of 
abandoning of what we are 
trying to do downtown and 
reproducing it somewhere else 
are appalling. Any efforts 
expended in outlying areas 
would be a waste of money if we 
don’t preserve downtown.” 
The $6 million spent on the 
mall since June 1973 has 
primarily gone for land acquisi­ 
tion and relocation expenditures 
for the more than 30 businesses 
that eventually will have to 
move. 


The most expensive tract in 


the six-block mall area — the so- 
called Omaha warehouse-mill 
district — has yet to be acquired 
because there are no funds. 
In addition, Zorinsky’s father, 
Hvmie, is holding out for $166,- 
000 more money than the city’s 
court-appraised bid of $289,323 
to purchase the block housing 
his vending machine business. “ 1 
don’t think Dad really cares 
about the money itself,” 
Zorinsky said, “ but he just wants 
to be able to relocate in a facility 
comparable to what he has 
now.” 
Aust adds: “ It was almost im­ 
perative that the mayor’s father 
let the courts decide the issue. 
Otherwise, there may have 
been charges of political 
favoritism and things like that.” 
Integral to the mall are the 
proposed $8.3 million city library 
to be located at the top of the 
mall and the $10 million Univer­ 
sity of Nebraska at Omaha 
downtown education center, 
which will flank the top two 
sides of the mall in front of the 
library.

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Talks May Lead To Energy Policy 


Washington — Senior 


presidential advisers will fly to 
Colorado Thursday for several 
days of talks with President 
Ford that are expected to lead to 
basic policy decisions about the 
economy and energy. 


Ford personally directed his 


Energy Resources Council on 
Dec. 19 not to discuss policy with 
reporters. Nevertheless, the 
following information about the 
secret 
White 
House 


deliberations has become 
known. 


—Despite his repeated 


expressions of dislike, Ford con- 
tinues to entertain proposals for 
a higher gasoline tax as a way to 
discourage driving and help 
move the country toward Ford's 
own target of a cut in oil imports 
of one million barrels a day by 
late 1975. 


The cut would be from the 


"normal" level of imports in the 
fourth quarter of 1975. It is es- 
timated at 6.8 million barrels a 
day. 


At least some energy planners 


privately doubt that the goal will 
be achieved. If Ford comes to 
share that skepticism, he can be 
expected to stress not fulfillment 
of the goal to the very last 
barrel, but taking actions that 
move the country in the right 
direction — toward importing a 
little less oil in 1975 and a lot less 
oil by the 1980-85 period. 


—Ford has been unable to in- 


sist on shelving the gasoline tax 
proposal because it fits too neat- 
ly with the advice he is getting 
from many quarters to ask 
Congress for a general income 
tax reduction to reverse the 
recession. The gasoline tax 
would raise the revenues that 
would keep the income tax cut 
from adding an unacceptably 
large margin to the budget 
deficit. A big budget deficit 
tends to drive up interest rates, 
choking off house-building and 
investment. 


—The so-called

whammy approach, combining a 
quota on crude oil imports with 
reactivation of the petroleum 
allocation mechanism for dis- 
tribution of available supplies, is

_0maha (UPI) - The city of in Washington making decisions 
Omaha has committed itself to about Omaha that they don't 


know anything about. 
constructing a $15.5 million 
downtown mall, but a major 
public relations effort is needed 
to soothe rising discontent 
among neighborhood groups 
which contend their priority 
projects may be shoved under 
the rug. 


At stake is some $21 million 


the city hopes to receive within 
the next five years in special 
federal revenue-sharing com- 
munity development funds. 
Although the city has yet to app- 
ly for them formally, one of the 
requirements is gaining citizen 
input, and eight sector task 
forces have been formed to 
determine priority projects. 


Although Mayor Edward 


Zorinsky, City Planner Alden 
Aust and officials of the River- 
front Development Committee, 
which is coordinating the mall 
project, have said the communi- 
ty projects won't be sacrificed, 
some community leaders frankly 
don't believe it. 


And one key City Hall ad- 


ministrator involved in the mall 
project said he believes the 
citizen groups have been 
"misled as to their importance." 


"There are definitely a lot of 


unanswered questions that will 
have to be answered," Zorinsfiy 


, said. "There is a general 
""-credibility gap with this mall 


project. The Riverfront people 
are going to have to go out to the 


..jrank and file and sell this project 


to them." 


$6 Million Used 
To date, the mall project has 


used up $6 million, with the city 
coughing up |3 million to match 
a $3 million U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment general revenue-sharing 
grant, but that particular 
program has since been discon- 
tinued. 


Zorinsky said he will "remain 


firm" on his pledge that not 
more than one-third of the 
hoped-for federal funds will be 
used for the mail. Aust predicts 
that no more than 20% will be 
needed. 


"I am firmly opposed to taking 


tax 
dollars from 
one 


geographical area and placing 
them into another without giving 
anything in return," Zorinsky 
said, "and that is what we would 
be doing if we ignored the 
recommendations of these 
citizen groups, which I can 
assure you won't happen. 


"But the fact remains that 


some of these people have heard 
or even read about the mall 
simply is without substance," 
the mayor continued. "If we ig- 
nored the recommendations of 
the task forces, we would be 
placing ourselves in a position 
we sometimes feel the federal 
government places us in. 


"And that is, we have people 


City 


government has to be more 
responsive to the people." 


Nevertheless, the task force 


reports must be reviewed by the 
appropriate city departments in- 
volved, aid oece the federal 
funds are received, another 
series of public keariip must be 
held before the city council 
allocates their distribution. 


Former Mayor Eugene Leahy, 


who orginiated the riverfront 
concept, which now has 
developed into a massive 
program spanning the Missouri 
River from Blair to Bellevue, 
argues that the mall is necessary 
to "begin the cure for the cancer 
of our downtown business dis- 
trict." 


"This cancer has spread out- 


ward into the city," Leahy said, 
"and the cure is to begin in 
downtown Omaha first. 


Communications Gap 
Leahy, now president of the 


Riverfront 
Communities 


Development 
Foundation, 


which is responsible for bringing 
private investments and federal 
money into the Riverfront 
Project, agrees there is a com- 
munications problem. 


"But I don't think a com- 


munications gap is unique only 
with Riverfront," Leahy said. 
"We have communications gaps 
in the home, for that matter. 


"The greatest achievement of 


these citizens groups will be to 
get them involved, and thus they 
will hopefully understand what 
the riverfront and mall concepts 
are all about. 


"And what we need from 


those federal funds is peanuts to 
what we can eventually bring 
into downtown Omaha," Leahy 
added. "We have a potential 
private investment of $500 
million-plus if the project is 
completed. That means jobs in 
the thousands. Everybody will 
benefit, not just one or two 
neighborhoods." 


Citizen task force recommen- 


dations from the inner city focus 
on improved housing. The down- 
town Omaha business task force 
has recommended beautification 
of the old market area, along 
with continued 
business 


development. 


The North Omaha Commer- 


cial Club of Far North Omaha 
mentioned several projects of 
historical significance, including 
the preservation of Ft. Omaha, 
to the North Loup area citizens 
group. 


When asked why his group 


didn't recommend a facelifting 
for the Florence business dis- 
trict, Richard E. Collins, 
Commercial Club president, 
said: "We didn't think that was 
eligible under the funding." 


Dick Brown, one of the citizen

task force'coordinators from the 
city's housing and urban 
development department, said 
he didn't know about the 
business-refurbishing aspect of 
the federal program either. 
"Had we thought it was covered 
under the grant," Collins said, 
"we sure as hell would have put 
it in." 


Brown notes that Nebraska 


has a "very strict constitution. 
There is some question that 
when we once receive the 
money,-does it become state or 
local funds or does it remain 
federal money? Research is un- 
der way now to resolve this, and 
the result could have an impact 
on just how the money is spent.'' 


Frustration Felt 
Collins said his committee met 


in an atmosphere of frustration, 
since "most of the people 
thought this money was already 
spent for the mall. I think Gene 
Leahy has done a good job. But 
the fact remains, we don't need 
to put this money into the down- 
town area. We need more out- 
lying shopping areas and 
facilities closer to our people." 


However, City Planner Aust 


says, the "economic costs of 
abandoning of what we are 
trying to do downtown and 
reproducing it somewhere else 
are appalling. Any efforts 
expended in outlying areas 
would be a waste of money if we 
don't preserve downtown." 


The $6 million spent on the 


mall since June 1973 has 
primarily gone for land acquisi- 
tion and relocation expenditures 
for the more than 30 businesses 
that eventually will have to 
move. 


The most expensive tract in 


the six-block mall area — the so- 
called Omaha warehouse-mil 
district — has yet to be acquirer, 
because there are no funds. 


In addition, Zorinsky's father, 


Hymie, is holding out for $166,- 
000 more money than the city's 
court-appraised bid of $289,323 
to purchase the block housing 
his vending machine business. "1 
don't think Dad really cares 
about the money itself," 
Zorinsky said, "but he just wants 
to be able to relocate in a facility 
comparable to what he has 
now." 


Aust adds: "It was almost im- 


perative that the mayor's father 
let the courts decide the issue. 
Otherwise, there may have 
been charges of political 
favoritism'and things like that." 


Integral to the mall are the 


proposed $8.3 million city library 
to be located at the top of the 
mall and the $10 million Univer- 
sity of Nebraska at Omaha 
downtown education center, 
which will flank the top two 
sides of the mall in front of the 
library.
